Californian Doug Toland (Hon) won the 
FIM World Endurance Championship by 
finishing fifth in the Bol d'Or 24-hour 
endurance road race at Circuit Paul 
Ricard in the south of France, September 
19. Toland teamed with Peter Linden and 
Andre Lussiana. The race was won by 
the factory Suzuki team of Dominque 
Sarron, Bruno Bonhuil and Jean-Marc 
Deletang over the Honda of Alex Vierra, 
Jean Jacques Lovichi and Rachel Nicotte. 


Scott Summers (Hon) was the winner of 
the AMA Wiseco/Yamaha/Yokohama 
National Cross Country Series' ninth 
round in Bunner Ridge, West Virginia, 
September 20. The defending champ fin- 
ished ahead of series points leader Fred 
Andrews (Yam), and Terry Cunningham 
(Kaw), Craig Jones (Kaw) and Tim 
Shephard (Yam) rounded out the top 
five. 


Danny Hamel and Larry Roeseler (Kaw) 
scored the overall win at the Casey Folks’ 
Best in the Desert Series Tonopah 300 off- 
road team race in Nevada, September 18. 
Jim Gray and Donnie Book (Kaw) fin- 
ished approximately seven and a half 
minutes behind the winning duo. 
Rounding out the top three was the Dan 
Ashcraft and Johnny Campbell (Hon) 
team. 


The Bol d'Or 24-hour endurance race 
marked the debut of the factory Ducati 
effort in endurance racing and it didn't go 
well. The team of Doug Polen, Pascal 
Picotte and Stephane Mertens failed to 
finish after encountering a myriad of 
mechanical problems. The team eventual- 
ly pulled out during the early hours on 
Sunday morning after running into clutch 
problems and electrical problems. The 
second factory Ducati team of Fred 
Merkel, Simon Crafar and Florian 
Ferracci dfopped out of the race when 
Crafar crashed in his own oil when the 


engine blew up. 


The Bol d'Or race was marred by a crash 
involving Brit Simon Buckmaster and 
Frenchman Michel Graziano. While 
Graziano was able to continue, 
Buckmaster suffered leg and foot injuries. 
He was flown to a hospital in nearby 
Marseille where he underwent surgery to 
amputate his lower leg. Buckmaster went 
into the Bol d'Or race tied with Doug 
Toland for the lead in the World 
Endurance Championship, and Toland 
dedicated his championship to his injured 
former teammate. 


Steve Crevier (Kaw) wrapped up his 
third straight Canadian National Road 
Racing Championship with a victory in 
the final round of the Motoplan-Castrol 
National Series at Shannonville 
Motorsports Park in Ontario, Canada, 
September 19. The Port Coquitlam, British 
Columbia resident topped Michael 
Taylor (Kaw) and LinnJey Clarke (Yam) 
in winning the event. In addition, Crevier 
also won the 600cc Supersport class, keep- 
ing his perfect seven-for-seven 600cc class 
win streak intact. 


Dirt tracker Mike Hale, the 1990 Camel 
Pro Rookie of the Year, may not have 
qualified for the main event at the 
September 18 Castle Rock TT, but the 20- 
year-old was all smiles anyway. Three 
days earlier, Hale signed with Team 
Camel Commonwealth Honda to contest 
the 1994 AMA/CCS 600cc Supersport 
Road Race Series. "I'm really excited," 
Hale said. "Dirt track will always be my 
first love, but with the lack of major spon- 
sorship behind the series, I had to look 
out for my future. The best thing about 
my Honda contract is that it will allow 
me to race the dirt tracks that don't con- 
flict.” Hale was also being courted by Rob 
Muzzy's factory-backed Kawasaki team.

defended its World Team Speedway Championship in Coventry, England, on 


L ed by World Individual Speedway Champion Sam Ermolenko, America successfully 


Sunday, September 19. 


Ermolenko, who won his first individual speedway crown three weeks earlier, scored 
13 of a possible 15 points to tie for high-point honors as the U.S. edged Denmark 40-38 in 


team scoring. 


Billy Hamill picked up 10 points for the American team, and Greg Hancock con- 
tributed nine. Josh Larsen added five points and Bobby Ott three to the winning effort. 

Former World Champion Hans Nielsen of Denmark, who finished second to 
Ermolenko in the World Individual Speedway Championships, tied his American rival 
for high-point honors with 13, and Tommy Knudsen scored 12 points for the Danish team. 

Sweden placed third in team scoring with 28 points, and host Great Britain was never 
in contention, finishing a distant last with 14 points. 

The race was contested on the 400-meter dirt oval which serves as home base for 
Coventry of the British Speedway League. The participating teams advanced to the World 
Team Speedway Championships through a series of qualifying events. 

America's victory was its fourth in the prestigious event, which has been held annually 
since 1960. Previous U.S. wins came in 1982, 1990 and 1992. The U.S. win caps a remark- 
able season for Ermolenko, who was the high points rider in British Speedway League 
competition this year and also won the World Individual Speedway title on August 29 in 


Germany.

According to the press relations depart- 
ment at Centinela Hospital in Inglewood, 
California, Wayne Rainey was in stable 
condition following the operation to sta- 
bilize his spine on Tuesday, September 
14. "Rainey, his family and team have 
asked us not to make any statements 
about his condition other than to say that 
he's in stable condition," the hospital 
spokesman said. “They will be making a 
statement when they are prepared to do 
so." The three-time World Champion suf- 
fered spinal injuries that have left him 
paralyzed from the middle of the chest 
down in his crash at the Italian Grand 
Prix on September 5.

Television commentators 
Dave Despain and Larry Maiers will co- 
host the event. The banquet is open to the 
public, and a limited number of tickets 
are available for $60 per person.

Supercross Champion Jeremy McGrath 
and World Speedway Champion Sam 
Ermolenko have been named as the first 
two nominees for the 1993 AMA 
MotoWorld Athlete of the Year Award. 











McGrath's nomination comes on the 
heels of the most successful season ever 
turned in by a rider in the AMA Camel 
Supercross Series. The Team Honda star, 
who won back-to-back AMA Western 
Regional 125cc Supercross Champion- 
ships in 1991 and 1992, was a Camel 
Supercross Series rookie in 1993. But he 
took the series by storm, winning a 
record 10 races on his way to the series 
championship. Ermolenko could become 
just the second speedway racer to recieve 
the prestigious award. Bruce Penhall was 
a recipient in 1981 after winning the 
World Individual Speedway Champion- 
ship. The 1993 season has been a remark- 
able one for Ermoleno. He was the year's 
high-point rider in the British Speedway 
League, won the World Individual 
Speedway Championship, and just last 
weekend anchored the U.S. team that 
won the World Team Speedway 
Champion-ship. Additional nominees for 
the MotoWorld Athlete of the Year 
Award will be announced in coming 
weeks. The award carries a $5000 hono- 
rarium from MotorWorld, a weekly 
ESPN program produced by Seals 
Communications.

Team USA manager Roy Janson invited 
Belgian team member Stefan Everts into 
the American camp for a special presenta- 
tion before the first moto of the Motocross 
des Nations in Austria on September 12. 
Janson presented Everts with a large 
plaque commemorating his upset win at 
this summer's U.S. 250cc MX GP at 
Budds Creek Raceway in Maryland. The 
plaque features a photo of Everts cele- 
brating his win at Budds Creek, and it 
lists all the U.S. GP winners, including 
Everts. "I was very surprised to receive 
this trophy today,” said Everts. “I usually 
keep every trophy but I gave away the 


one that I was given at Budds Creek. I 
will not give this one away." Janson also 
used the opportunity to introduce Everts 
to Team USA members Mike 
Kiedrowski, Jeremy McGrath and Jeff 
Emig. 


While in Austria for the MX des Nations, 
the entire Team USA contingent - close 
to 50 people - was forced to make a hotel 
Switch. The ski resort hotel that was the 
original headquarters for the team sits 
atop a mountain at an elevation of 
approximately 7000 feet, 90 minutes away 
from the race track, and getting to the 
bottom of the mountain requires two 
cable car rides. The decision to move 
came after one group got stuck on one of 
the cable cars for more than an hour. 
"There's no way we could risk getting 
stuck up there on Sunday morning," said 
Janson. "Imagine how easy it would be 
for another team to sabotage the cable car 
the night before the race.” The morning 
before the race, the Americans relocated 
to a hotel in Wels, which was closer to the 
track and, needless to say, didn't require 
cable car rides to get to or away from. 


The Kawasaki team that former 125cc 








Georgian Billy Liles, a veteran of the 250 
and 500cc GP circuits and a member of 
last year's winning MX des Nations team, 
was on hand in Austria to cheer on his 
American compatriots. Liles mentioned 
that his plans for 1994 are still up in the 
air, though he said he's leaning towards a 
Husqvarna four-stroke factory ride along- 
side newly crowned Open class World 
Champion Jacky Martens. He has also 
had contact with Husaberg. Two-time 
World Champion Trampas Parker was 
said to be in the running for the 
Husqvarna ride as well, but the 
American's asking price was too high. 


Rob Herring didn't live up to expecta- 
tions on the 250cc MX GP tour in '93, and 
the British Team Castrol has dropped 
him. But the native of South Africa wasn't 
out of work long. He's signed with RWJ 
Kawasaki /Silkolene Racing for next year 
and will compete in the 250cc GPs and 
the British National Championship 500cc 
MX Series. Herring's teammate will be 
British teenager Tony Marshall, who will 
contest the 125cc GPs and the British 
Nationals.

Read it again 


Your article in the September 15 issue 
entitled “Thumpers are definitely back" 





was "right on" when it spoke of the 
future of motocross being the four- 
strokes, especially in the big bore class. 
But the article was "way off" in the 
impression it gave of the Husaberg 
effort. 

The Husaberg factory was very much 
involved in the project. In fact, Guido 
and Alvero. Verimatti, the Italian 
importers of Husaberg, are also part 
owners of the company. When they go 
racing they are doing it with full factory 
support. 

Regarding the changes to the 
Husaberg: The article states, "They got 
the weight of the big Husaberg down to 
237.6 lbs." For your information, a 
Husaberg 499 Cross weighs 239 out of 
the crate. That's a weight loss of less 
than 1.5 Ibs. 

You mentioned that the Husaberg 
was equipped with White Power fork, 
Renthal handlebars, Brembo brakes, 
Regina chain, Awak filter, Tecnosel seat, 
NGK plug, Akront wheels and Pirelli 
tires. All of these are stock or modified 
stock items except the filter, the tires, 
and the seat (which is built on a stock 
base). 

You mentioned that the frame was 
altered. Well, it was, and you will see 
the frame changes on the 1994 1/2 
Husaberg which will be available to 
dealers around December 1. You also 
mentioned an altered gearbox. The new 
gearbox will also be on all 1994 1/2 
models (again, December availability). 

Here is how the Husaberg came up 
with 533cc. They took a stock 600cc 
Husaberg piston and modified cylinder 
and mated it to a "stock" 501 crank and 
rod. 

My point is that the Husaberg Joel 
Smets rode to a third place finish in the 
1993 World Championship Open Class 
MX Series was based on a stock motor- 
cycle. Most of the changes in it you will 
see incorporated in the new Husabergs. 

What Husqvarna did was spend a 
substantial fortune to make a four- 
stroke eight pounds lighter than a stock 
Husaberg (your article mentioned 
$10,000 upside down Showa forks, and 
a titanium rod, footpegs, shock springs 
and more). 

Why wait for a replica? Husaberg 
races what it sells.

‚factory backed the effort and repeat what we 
said: "The Husaberg factory effort with 
Smets is through the Italian importers." We 
didn't say that the frame and gearbox were 
altered, Joel Smets did and we quoted him. 
He also said, "Not much of my bike is made 
in Sweden." As for the amount of money 
Husqvarna invested in their effort, the bot- 
tom line is that Husqvarna, not Husaberg, 
has the FIM World Championship certificate 
hanging on their factory wall. As far as 
Husaberg racing what they sell, it's the 
other way around. As you said in your let- 
ler, beginning in December Husaberg will 
sell a bike based on the one it raced this past 
summer. Race-proven items eventually 
appear on most manufacturer's production 
bikes because, as we all know, the race track 
is the ultimate proving ground...Editor.

atr “schools "em" at Castle Rock

CASTLE ROCK, WA, SEPT. 18 
he course? TT Riding 101. The class- 
Т room? The Castle Rock Fair- 
grounds. The instructor? Professor 
Chris Carr. 

Team Harley-Davidson’s Carr may 
have lost his right to carry the number 
one plate next season, but one thing is 
still the same - Carr remains the undis- 
puted king of TT racing in the Grand 
National Championship Series. In what 
looked more like a 25-lap riding seminar 
than a race, Carr won the Castle Rock 
TT with relative ease, turning in a start- 
to-finish romp in the Grand National 
Championship Series’ first stop at Castle 
Rock since 1979. 

“It’s not really much of a consolation, 
I'd still rather have been able to retain 
my title,” said Carr, who saw his cham- 
pionship hopes end two weeks earlier 
when Ricky Graham clinched the title 
with a win at the Springfield Mile. "But 
even so, any win still feels good. I just 
got out front and set a pace that no one 
could match." 

Chasing Carr home in a distant sec- 
ond and posting his best-ever National 
finish was Harley-Davidson of 
Sacramento-backed Aaron Hill, while 
home-state rider, rookie Expert Dan 
Stanley, thrilled his fans with a strong 
third-place finish. Carr earned $4000 of 
the $28,000 purse, while Hill and 
Stanley were awarded $2750 and $2000, 
respectively. 

But what about recently-crowned 
Grand National Champion Graham? 
Along with many of the series' other top 
riders, Graham watched the main event 


from the sidelines after failing to qualify 
(see sidebar). As a matter of fact, Carr 
and seventh-placed Ronnie Jones were 
the only top-10 series riders who quali- 
fied for the main event. As expected, 
Castle Rock TT regulars gave the series 
veterans fits and thrilled the capacity 
crowd that was estimated at over 7500. 

“We're really excited to finally have 
another Grand National here," said Paul 
Simonsen, president of the Mt. St. 
Helens M.C., the hosts of the event. 
"The grandstands hold 7500 spectators, 
but it was standing room only in the 
turns." 

The Castle Rock TT was a regular 
round of the Grand National circuit 
between 1965 and 1979, but when near- 
by Mt. St. Helens erupted in 1980, the 
track was covered with over 16 feet of 
ashes. It took four years for the Mt. St. 
Helens M.C. to work the track back into 
racing condition, and it was another 
four years before the facility hosted its 
first-ever 600cc National in 1988. The 
600cc series has visited the track every 
year since, but this year's Grand 
National marked the first time in 14 
years that the “big” tour has visited at 
the kidney bean-shaped course. Since 
the track's reopening, Carr has been the 
dominant rider; winning five of the six 
600cc Nationals held there. 


Time trials 


Washingtonians dominated the time 
trial sessions, and the fastest of them all 
was rookie Ben Bostrom of Brisbane. 
Bostrom stopped the clocks at 21.404

seconds, eclipsing the track record of 
21.810, previously held by Carr. 

"| haven't raced here much, but I ride 
à lot of motocross and I like the tighter, 
twisty race tracks," said Ventura 
Harley-Davidson/Fresno H-D/ Aztec 
Racing/Storz/Yoko-backed Bostrom. "I 
waved off my first try and throughout 
my second lap I was thinking, ‘Don’t 
crash, don't crash.' Fast time at a Grand 
National? I'm jacked!" 

Joe Kopp of Mica and Bellingham 
resident Stanley followed only a few 
hundredths of a second slower, while 
northern Californians Carr and Hill 
rounded out the five fastest qualifiers. 

"The track is faster than I've ever 
seen it," said Carr. "The start will be 
really important tonight." 


Heats 


The Castle Rock track features a 
unique starting chute that stages the rid- 
ers inside and below the track. When 
the starting light goes green the race is 
for the groove, not the first turn. 

Warren, Oregon's Rex Fisher had the 
best reactions in the first 10-lap heat race 
and led Graham, Bostrom and Matt 
Wait onto the track and through turn 
one. Graham pressured Fisher for the 
first four laps before slipping wide in 
turn two and allowing Bostrom to 
squeeze past before the following right- 
hander. 

Graham made the same mistake 
three laps later and allowed Wait to 
close in, and in an attempt to hold him 
off grabbed a handful of throttle as he 





powered out of the right-hander and 
over the jump. The result proved disas- 
trous for Graham, as he spun out in the 
air over the jump and was sent barreling 
across the middle of the track. 

“I went over the jump with the throt- 
Че wide open and 1 just spun out,” said 
Graham, who was unhurt and managed 
to restart his machine and rejoin the race 
a lap down. "I was trying to steer the 
bike with the throttle like we did here 
back in the 70's, but all that's changed 
now." 

Up front, Fisher kept his cool and 
pulled out to a comfortable lead at the 
finish over Bostrom and Wait. Fisher 
and Bostrom would head for the main, 
while the rest would try again in a semi. 

“I expected Ricky to give me more of 
a challenge at first," said Dirt Track 
Number Plates/Hart Racing/Heath 
Specialties/England Sign Co./Mobile 
Window Tint/Giovanni's Pizza/Bell/ 
Motion Pro/Mom & Dad-sponsored 
Fisher. "I'm pretty comfortable on this 
track; I only live 45 minutes away." 

J.P. Simonsen led the way at the start 
of what would be a crash-filled second 
heat, and enjoyed the spotlight for only 
a lap before Kopp took over on the out- 
side of turns one and two. Shane Liberty 
and Gary Strode tangled on the fourth 
lap and brought out the red flag, but 
both riders were able to make the single- 
file restart. Kopp assumed his spot at 
the front on the restart with Jeff Eklund 
and Randy Roose in hot pursuit. Within 
three laps, Kopp had established a 10- 
bike length lead over Eklund and Roose. 





On lap nine, Strode crashed alone in 
turn one and was joined on the ground 
by Mike Hale and Russ Yamamoto, the 
pair tangling a few seconds later in turn 
two. The red flag made its second 
appearance and the race was called with 
Kopp the winner over Eklund and 
Roose. 

“The track is good tonight,” said 
Kopp, who lists Denny Lopp, Idaho 
Gold, Dave and Rota Manko, Jim 
Plunkett's MC Supply and Alpine 
Home Products as his sponsors. “I felt 
really good in the last half of the race, 
and that's when I was able to break 
away." 

The third heat race saw a few 
mishaps, but produced what was 
arguably the best action of the evening. 
Stanley proved too anxious at the start 
and was sent to the penalty line, and on 
the starter's second try, Andy Tresser 
grabbed the holeshot and led the field 
onto the track. On the second go-round, 
Shane Butchart parted company with 
his machine in turn one and rolled 
around on the track as if he were in 
great pain. The red flag came out and 
after a few adjustments to his machine, 
Butchart was able to make the complete 
restart. 

Kris Kiser had the best reactions on 
the restart and led McDonnell, four-time 
Grand National Champion Scott Parker 
and Tresser. Stanley got an incredible 
drive from the penalty line and entered 
turn one fourth. Kiser led the first half of 
the race, but all eyes were focused on 
Stanley, as the Brian Billings Racing 
Products/Energy Release Products/ 
Bell/Steve Baker/Mills Electric/Dirt 
Track Number Plates/Idaho Gold- 
backed racer seemed to find traction in 
places where his rivals couldn't. 

"Everyone was riding the groove, but 
I was going just below it," said Stanley. 

In a matter of three laps, Stanley 
passed Tresser, Parker and Kiser in dif- 
ferent parts of the race track and went 
on to greet the checkered flag in first. 
Tresser latched on to Stanley and was 
able to displace both Kiser and Parker 
for the second direct transfer. Kiser was 
third ahead of Parker, but both riders 
would have to ride a semi. 

As usual, Hill grabbed the holeshot 
in the fourth and final heat. Carr started 
close behind, and waited until only the 
second turn to motor into the lead and 
begin his first lesson. By lap three, Carr 
enjoyed a 20-bike length lead over Hill, 
who in turn enjoyed a comfortable lead 
over three-time champ Jay Springsteen 
and Ronnie Jones. At the halfway point 
Jones made a pass on Springsteen for 
third, but the running order remained 
the same from then out with Carr scor- 
ing a runaway win over Hill, Jones and 
Springsteen. 

“I felt pretty good. I’ve been having 
trouble with starts here lately, and 
Aaron gave me a gift when he went 
wide in turn two," Carr said. "Kenny 
Tolbert has my bike running good, and 
in the main my strategy will be to get a 
good start and work to the front as soon 
as I can.” 


Semis 


Four eight-lap semis that each 
offered three final transfer positions 
would determine who would race, and 
who would spectate for the rest of the 
evening. 

Bryan McDowell controlled the first 
semi from start to finish, although Jones 
stayed in his shadow and kept him hon- 
est. After crashing numerous times in 
his heat race, Strode found a set of lines 
that worked well enough to finish third 
and earn the last transfer, just ahead of a 
frustrated Parker. 

Simonsen, son of Mt. St. Helen’s M.C. 
president, put his considerable experi-

ence at Castle Rock to good use by nab- 
bing the win in the star-studded second 
semi. Simonsen grabbed the holeshot 
and led every lap of the race that saw 
Springsteen, Rodney Farris, Graham 
and Hale fail to qualify. Simonsen raced 
across the finish line the victor ahead of 
Yamaha-mounted Ronnie Brown and 
Wait, and all three riders would race in 
the main. 

Keeping with the start-to-finish semi 
win tradition, Jeff Annen ripped off the 
line in the final semi and fought off the 
repeated challenges of Roose to earn the 


win. Roose and Don Wilson finished 
second and third, respectively, and 
would join Annen in the main.

Hill and Carr sped off the line evenly 
matched at the start of the 25-lap 
National and rubbed elbows as they 
entered turn one. 

"That was wild," said Hill. "Chris 
and I were pretty even going into (turn) 
one, but you know ‘ol Chris - he's Mr. 
Experience when it comes to situations 
like that." 





With the inside line in his favor, Carr 
kept the throttle on a tad longer than 
Hill and slid into the lead. 

"| had the inside going for me," Carr 
said. “I figured that Aaron would be up 
there at the start - he always is. I knew 
that I would have to get past him 
because he'd be really hard to pass if I 
didn't." 

Once past Hill, Carr waved goodbye 
to the field and began to pull away, 
although Hill did his best to keep Carr 
in sight. 

“T knew the first few laps would be

the test,” Hill said. “I stayed with Chris 
for a couple laps before he started to 
really pull away. I was going good in 
turns three and four, but he was 
smokin’ through one and two. When he 
started to get away I looked back and 
saw that I had a pretty good lead over 
third.” 

Behind Hill came the rest of the 
front-row starters: Fisher, Stanley, Kopp 
and Bostrom. 

Fisher ran strong and looked set to 
fend off the repeated advances of 
Stanley and Kopp, but disaster struck on 
lap six. 

“I stepped on the rear brake and it 
just locked up," said Fisher. "I had to 
start kicking the master cylinder before 
it would let go, and from then on out I 
didn't have a rear brake. After that I had 
to just use the front brake and pole 
putt." 

Nevertheless, Fisher rode smooth 
and managed to guard his lines for just 
over half of the race. On lap 16, Stanley 
finally found an opening and zipped 
past Fisher for second. 

“I got a cruddy start,” said Stanley. “T 
thought I had third off the line but Rex 
got under me. I wish I had gotten away 
ahead of him, because he was really 
hard to pass after that." 








Once past Fisher, Stanley picked up 
the pace and began to close the gap on 
Hill, but time would run out for the 
rookie. At the black and white, Carr 
enjoyed a five-second lead over Hill, 
who in turn led Stanley by a comfort- 
able 20-bike length margin. 

^My whole deal was to get the start," 
said Carr, who came one race closer to 
tying Steve Eklund for first on the all- 
time TT win list. "This is my eighth 
Grand National TT win and now I'm 
tied for second with Dick Mann. Eklund 
has nine wins, and to even tie him 
would be a great honor, not only for me, 
but for his memory as well. I kinda wish 
this race was three weeks ago, then I 
could have kept my title hopes alive a 
little longer." 

After being passed by Stanley, Fisher 
gritted his teeth and upped the pace a 
bit, an effort that rewarded him with a 
career-high National finish of fourth. 
Try as he might, Kopp was unable to 
find a way past Fisher, but in finishing 
fifth also enjoyed his best-ever finish. 
Bostrom finished a distant sixth with 
Jones hot on his rear tire. 

"I started the main with a new rear 
tire," said Bostrom. "That was a mistake 
- it didn't start working until past the 
halfway point. Once it did, I was able to 
pick up the pace." 

Bostrom's sixth-place finish equalled 
his career-best, as he also finished sixth 
at the Peoria TT earlier in the year. 
Annen and McDowell rounded out the 
top 10, only a few bike lengths behind 
Jones. €N

Shut out 


“H ey Scotty, where do you want to watch from?” quipped three-time Grand 


National Champion Jay Springsteen to four-time champ Scott Parker. 
“Oh, I don't know,” Parker replied. “How about over there near Ricky С?” 

Just like every other race track across the nation, the Castle Rock TT has its local 
heroes, but even more so. Of the 17 riders who qualified for the main, only one rider - 
Oklahoma's Ronnie Jones - was not from the West Coast. Seven riders who qualified 
for the National were from Washington, one was from nearby Oregon, and the remain- 
ing seven were northern Californians who had made the trek to Castle Rock numerous 
times before. 

“1 heard that the local riders here are pretty fast, but this was ridiculous,” said 
Parker. 

Joining Parker and Springsteen on the sidelines were recently-crowned Grand 
National Champion Ricky Graham and top-10 series contenders Rodney Farris and 
Mike Hale, as well as Canadian National Champion Steve Beattie. All were left dumb- 
founded by their unsuccessful qualifying attempts. 

“This is a real one-line race track,” said Parker, who finished fourth in both his heat 
and semi. "If you don't get the holeshot you have to be able to pass guys. (Mechanic) 
Bill Werner took my lap times tonight and a lot of times I was faster than the leader, 
but there was no place to pass. The locals are fast, but, hey, they're supposed to be." 

Springsteen won the event in 1978, but found himself scratching his head on the 
new, unfamiliar track. "When I won the track was completely opposite," Springsteen 
said, after turning in similar 4-4 finishes. "The grandstands were on the other side and 
the fast line used to be up on the cushion. Now it's down on the groove, but I still had a 
lot of fun." 

“1 always come to a race to do the best that I can, and I guess my best just wasn't 
good enough tonight," said Graham, who suffered a sprained ankle in a heat race crash 
and then finished seventh in his semi. "But even if I knew that this was going to hap- 
pen, I still would have come to race for all the fans. The local guys rule this place. 
We're used to riding the big tracks where you can flick it in and steer with the throttle.” 

"| didn't have any real troubles," said Hale, who finished second at the Peoria TT 
earlier in the year, but turned in lackluster 10th and eighth-place finishes in his Castle 
Rock heat and semi races. "It was easy to be too aggressive because it was so slippery. 
This is probably the tightest track I've ridden on, but it's good to see a Grand National 
here again." 

For Farris, the race almost didn't happen as he crashed hard in practice while trying 
to get around a slower rider. Later in the evening, Farris finished seventh in his heat 
and fifth in his semi. "Man, crashing in practice is getting to be a habit - a bad one," 
said Farris. “I just couldn't get around the track tonight. You have to pay your dues 
and spend a lot of time on a 600 to go good." 

Unlike the rest, Beattie didn't even have the opportunity to attempt to qualify in a 
heat race. The personable Canadian sat scratching his head after being eliminated in 
time trials. 

“I thought I cut a good lap,” said Beattie, who turned in the 54th-fastest time, not 
good enough to make the 48-rider cut-off. “This is weird, real weird." 

And what did winner Carr have to say about the lack of top 10 riders in the main? 

“To tell you the truth, I kind of expected it,” Carr said. “I’ve raced here quite a few 
times and I knew that it would be different. A lot of those guys will probably say, 
"Well, Chris should win; he rides a 600 so much more than we do.' But the way I look 
at it is that the AMA put the 600cc National Championship Series out there for us, and 
it's up to us to go out there and race in it. It's not my fault that they don't." 
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Jeff Emig (3) led the U.S. team to an unprecedented 13th-straight win at the 47th running of the Motocross des Nations in Austria. Emig recorded 2-1 moto finishes in the 125cc class.

t was too close for comfort, but for 
[“ 13th time іл а row Team USA 

captured the overall championship at 
the 47th Annual Motocross des Nations, 
this time snagging the win from Team 
Belgium in the waning moments of the 
third and final moto. Under the gun 
throughout the day from European 
powerhouse teams from Belgium, Italy 
and Sweden, the three-man American 
squad of Mike Kiedrowski, Jeremy 
McGrath and Jeff Emig used a dramatic 
late-race attack by Kiedrowski to pull 
out a one-point win over the exasperat- 
ed Belgian squad. 

"Shane. (Nalley, Kiedrowski’s 
mechanic) put out the pit board that 
said I needed three places or else, and I 
could tell by the look on his face that he 
was serious," said Kiedrowski of his 
mechanic's signal, which was radioed 
down to the track by AMA Pro Racing 
Director Roy Janson, who was serving 
as the team's manager. At the time, 
Kawasaki-mounted Kiedrowski was 
sixth in the 500cc class, having suffered 
three uncharacteristic falls in the early 
going of the third moto. “I started think- 
ing, ‘Three more guys, just three more 





guys.' So I put those crashes behind me, 
got my head on straight and got the job 
done." 

Kiedrowski made the required pass- 
es, allowing Team USA to make it past 
the unlucky 13th year of their win 
streak. His final score of 1-3 in two 500cc 
races, combined with the methodical 2-1 
efforts of Emig in the 125cc division and 
the crash-induced but sufficient 4-9 of 
250cc teammate McGrath, allowed the 
American team to once again dash the 
hopes of the proud Belgian contingent. 
The Belgian team consisted of-250cc GP 
star Stefan Everts who ran 1-3 in the 
250cc class, individual 500cc class win- 
ner Marnicq Bervoets and 125cc entrant 
Werner Dewit. 

"] guess that's racing," said a frus- 
trated Everts. “It’s a shame for me and 
my teammates. I felt good and comfort- 
able all weekend and I felt that we had a 
chance to win. Everything seemed to be 
going well for our team, but again it just 
did not work out for us at the end.” 

“This is not an easy race,” said 
Yamaha-rider Emig, the 125cc individ- 
ual winner for two years running. “Mike 
had trouble, Jeremy had trouble, we all 








had trouble. There is so much pressure 
on us to win here that we can’t let our 
guard down for even one second. Every 
team is gunning for us, especially the 
Belgian team. Everyone says they’re get- 
ting faster, which they are, but they still 
didn’t win.” 

“That was the most nerve-wracking 
race I’ve ever ridden in my life,” admit- 
ted Emig. 

Honda-mounted McGrath, an MX 
des Nations rookie, said, “I gotta tell ya’, 
that was more pressure than I ever felt 
back home. I mean, I took the super- 
cross championship with flowers com- 
pared to this race.” Going into the event, 
McGrath was considered to be the.one 
weak spot in the American lineup, hav- 
ing seldom ridden a 250 “outdoors.” 

McGrath turned in a safe ride for 
fourth in the first 125/250cc moto, but 
went down at the start of the final 
250/500 moto and could only come up 
to ninth 250cc rider on the one-lined 
track. Still, his fourth-place finish in race 
one proved to be as vital to America’s 
victory as the finishes of teammates 
Kiedrowski and Emig. 

Each year that the, U.S. team wins, 


| 





the pressure becomes greater and 
greater on the riders. The unprecedent- 
ed win streak has to be considered one 
of the most remarkable records in the 
history of motocross. It is also a particu- 
larly sore subject with the Belgians, who 
have now finished as the runners-up for 
the last four years. 

The format for the race calls for each 
country to field a three-rider team, with 
one rider each on a 125, 250 and 500cc 
class bike. Each rider participates in two 
30-minute, plus two lap motos. The first 
heat combines 125cc and Open bikes, 
the second is for 125 and 250cc riders, 
and the third features the 250 and 500cc 
classes. The five best scores of each team 
count towards the overall tally. 
Ironically, had all six scores counted, 
Belgium would have won by three 
points. 

The 1.2-mile Schwanenstadt circuit is 
a classic natural-terrain European 
course, with steep, rocky uphills, down- 
hill ski jumps, numerous off-camber 
turns, and several high-speed straight- 
aways. Also included are several stadi- 
um-style jumps and one small, man- 
made camelback jump. The circuit is 








used just once a year, so it was covered 
with grass as the teams pulled into the 
paddock for Saturday’s open practice 
sessions. 

"There's not a lot of stuff to separate 
guys, but it's getting rougher," said 
Kiedrowski during Sunday morning's 
practice. "It reminds me of a cross 
between Steel City and Unadilla. It has 
grass and rocks in some places, but clay- 
ish dirt that gets those real deep-but-flat 
berms in the corners." 

The fastest man on the track in prac- 
tice was Italy's Alessandro Puzar, who 
carried a winning streak of his own into 
the Schwanenstadt circuit: The 
Chesterfield-Rinaldi Yamaha pilot has 
won at least one moto at every GP he 
has entered here. New Zealand's Darryl 
King, a surprise contender on this year's 
500cc GP circuit, was fastest of the 500cc 
riders, while Puzar's compatriot Andrea 
Bartolini had the lowest clocking in the 
125cc class. But practice times count for 
nothing but bragging rights at this 
event; starting gate positions are drawn 
for by team representatives. This policy 
caused the first controversy of the week- 
end when Team USA drew the 27th of 
29 possible starting positions, meaning 
they would have to take the position 
second-closest to the inside in all three 
motos. 

However, after all the positions were 
drawn for, the cockeyed gate - which 
was closer to the first turn on the out- 
side than on the inside - was realigned 
to allow for a more equal getaway. This 
FIM jury decision enraged Johnny 
Strijbos, the embattled Belgian team 
manager, who berated officials right up 
to the start of the race. 

Ironically, the rider on the far out- 
side, Swedish 500cc pilot Jorgen 
Nilsson, snapped up the holeshot when 
the first moto of 500 and 125cc riders left 
the two-row-deep, 29-man starting gate. 
Kiedrowski was squeezed off on the 
inside, which in turn slowed the early 
progress of Emig, who started directly 
behind his fellow American. 

"They held the gate for such a long 
time that it made me lose my concentra- 
tion," admitted Kiedrowski. "I tried to 
start really smooth and then get every- 
one when I shifted from second to third, 
but they all came over on me. I was 
pretty far back going out of the first 
turn." 

“I did not think that it was possible 
to make the holeshot from the outside," 
said the 29-year-old Nilsson. "I got a 
very good jump from the gate and I 
made it around the corner while every- 
one got together on the inside. It was 
really a surprise." Nilsson recently lost 
the ‘93 500cc World title by just three 
points to Belgian four-stroke ace Jacky 
Martens, who was surprisingly left off 
of the Belgian team by Strijbos. 

While Nilsson led the freight train of 
Bervoets, Austrian hero Siegfried Bauer 
and French Open bike rider Frederic 
Vialle, Kiedrowski was back in 15th 
position. (Surprisingly, he was behind 
the 125s of Bartolini and French star 
Yves Demaria, the former having start- 
ed on the front row). As for Emig, he 
would have to start working forward 
from 30th position in the combined 
field, trailing at least seven other 125cc 
riders after one lap. Dewit nearly took 
Emig out on the first lap, and then the 
American came close to suffering a 
major crash when he went sideways off 
the top of a steep, rutted uphill that lev- 
eled off into a spectacular jump. 

“I caught the top lip trying to pre- 
jump the hill, and it threw my bike total- 
ly sideways, like a BMX free-styler," 
said Emig later. “I’m off the side of the 
bike, my right foot is barely on the seat, 
and I'm looking at the rear fender. I was 
thinking about just throwing it away

Two rows of bikes made up the nearly 60-rider-strong starting line in each of the three 30-minute-plus-two-lap motos. 
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before I hit the ground. It was so close! I 
was thinking to myself, "This one is 
going to hurt.” Emig somehow saved it, | 
and the close call seemed to inspire him | 
to push even harder towards the front. | 
| “I was taking it really easy off the | 
start, looking things over and all,” said 

Kiedrowski, who was making his third 

appearance at the MX des Nations for 

Team USA. "I even got passed by acou- | 
ple of 500s. Then I started picking guys | 
off and looking to the front. My 
mechanic was keeping me posted on 
| what was going on with everyone else." 
| By the halfway point, Kiedrowski 
had begun his attack on the leaders. 
With 10 minutes to go he passed Bauer, 
then started looking for a way around 
Nilsson and Bervoets, who were within 
a few bike lengths of each other from 
the drop of the gate on. Kiedrowski took 
Bervoets at the 24-minute mark, and 
immediately began pressing Nilsson. He 
made the pass for first just before a spot 
on the track where Nilsson's Swedish 
fans had gathered along the fence with | 
their flags and air horns. As Kawasaki | 
raced by with the lead, he looked over | 
the fence and held up his index finger in 
the “number-one” signal for the Swedes. 
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Marnicq Bervoets (4) was chased by 250cc World Champion Greg Albertyn (47) and Stefan Everts (5) in the 250/500cc moto. 





Great Britain's Kurt Nicoll scored the individual 250cc class win with 3-1 moto finishes. 
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Kiedrowski eventually crossed the fin- 
ish line with four seconds to spare on 
Nilsson, who in turn withstood a furi- 
ous attack by Bervoets to earn runner- 
up honors. Dutchman Edwin Evertsen 
was fourth, Bauer fifth. 

“We won that battle,” Kiedrowski 
said. “Now we have to win the war.” 

“I know that Kiedrowski started very 
poorly, but if we did not have problems 
with the lapped riders maybe I could 
have kept him behind me,” Nilsson 
said. “He was going very fast, so I am 
happy just to beat Bervoets for second.” 

The first finish in the 125cc class was 
even closer than that of the big bikes. 


Demaria, the runner-up in the 125cc СР. 


series, led throughout the moto on his 
Oxbow-backed Suzuki, but at the 20- 
minute mark he threw away a sure win 
when he twisted his right knee in a cor- 
ner and quit the race. (Dutch entry Dave 
Strijbos also dropped out with a seized 
engine.) Bartolini, who had been 12 sec- 
onds back, inherited the lead and an 
eight-second cushion on the rapidly ris- 
ing Emig. With two laps to go Emig 
trailed by six seconds; halfway through 
the last lap he was on the Italian’s rear 
fender. In every corner Emig tried to 
overtake the Honda pilot, but each time 
Bartolini held his ground. At one point 
Bartolini ran off the track directly in 
front of the grandstands, raced 20 feet 
down the sideline, then re-entered the 
track just before a jump, but Emig could 
not make a pass. (Team USA jury repre- 
sentative Duke Finch later showed 
Bartolini’s out-of-bounds tire tracks to 
the clerk of the course, but no penalty 
was assessed). In the end Emig simply 
ran out of time, finishing less than half a 
second behind the ecstatic Bartolini. 

“To beat Jeff Emig is very good!” said 
Bartolini though an interpreter. “He 
caught up to me because I hit a tire at the 
end and lost five or six seconds. Emig is 
very, very fast, possibly faster than me. 
It is difficult to say who would have won 
if we had started together.” Bartolini, 
injured early in the season, was the win- 
ner of the last two 125cc GPs of the year. 











“Working up through all those 500s 
was tough,” admitted Emig. “They 
throw back such big roosts; I thought a 
rock broke my collarbone on one of 
those hills. But I just ducked my head 
and did the best I could. I was having 
fun. It’s like you ride until you win, 
until you reach first place. I didn’t see 
the two lap board, the checkered flag, 
nothing. I was going to keep riding until 
I won or Bob (Oliver) waved me off.” 

Bartolini and Emig were eighth and 
ninth, respectively, in the combined 
field, 17 seconds clear of third-place 
125cc rider Joakim Karlsson of Sweden, 
who gathered up a strand of ski fence in 
his rear wheel in the late stages. Dewit 
barely missed passing Karlsson on the 
uphill finish. Like Bervoets’ near-miss 
on Nilsson, it was one of several short- 
comings that could have otherwise 
given the championship to Belgium. 

Going into the second moto, for 250 
and 125cc riders, Team USA led all 29 
countries with a score of three points. 
Sweden had five points, Belgium seven 
and Italy eight. The second race would 
feature the much-anticipated match-up 
between Everts and McGrath, with 
Puzar and South Africa’s two-time 
World Champion Greg Albertyn thrown 
in for good measure. 

Puzar emerged from the narrow first 
turn with the holeshot while Everts, 
McGrath, Great Britain’s Kurt Nicoll, 
and rising French star Frederic Bolley 
filled in the top five. Albertyn gated 
approximately 10th and soon began 
making progress towards the front, 
passing Bolley for fifth after three laps. 

At the same time, Everts was carry- 
ing the Belgian flag to the front, passing 
Puzar on one of the long uphills in the 
back. The leaders were starting to pull 
away from McGrath, who was himself 
holding off a three-man attack from 
Nicoll, Albertyn and Bolley. Then 
Albertyn made an uncharacteristic mis- 
take of his own and slipped out of the 
top 10. 

"I was riding like an idiot out there,” 
Albertyn said. “This just isn’t my day. I 
was really sick last night and I didn’t get 
much sleep. Now I'm riding like an 
idiot.” 

Emig led the 125cc charge, with 
Bartolini, a recovered Demaria and 
Karlsson lined up behind him. In the 
back section of the track, American 
hopes took a rise when Bartolini got off 
on the second lap and fell back to 10th 
125, 30th overall. That was still better 
than the situation of Dewit, who fell 
right after the start and was frantically 
trying to come through from around 
45th position. 

Demaria pressed Emig for four laps, 
but his day came to an end when he got 
cross-rutted in the same corner that had 
knocked him out of the first moto, and 
fell on his bad knee. That knocked 
France out of the team competition and 
allowed Karlsson into second, but Emig 
was already long gone on the leading 
Yamaha. Twenty minutes later he 
crossed the finish line with his fists 
raised in triumph, seventh in the entire 
field but with no other 125 riders in 
sight. Karlsson was the eventual runner- 
up with Strijbos, Bartolini and Dewit 
rounding out the top five at a distance. 

"I was pretty relieved to win that 
thing," Emig said. "It was really satisfy- 
ing to beat those guys. I was looking for 
a 1-1 instead of a 2-1 but it was still a 
good day for me. I guess everyone 
comes in here wanting to go 1-1, but it’s 
really hard to do. Гуе done my part; 
now I get to watch Jeremy and Mike." 

Everts, meanwhile, did his part for 
the Belgian cause, beating Puzar by 
about 15 seconds and Nicoll by a further 
10. McGrath came through fourth, hold- 
ing off a surprising charge from Bolley. 











“It was a good race for me, a lot of 
fun,” Everts said. "I rode fast and 
smooth and I did not make any mis- 
takes. I had fun leading so many good 
riders." 

“I don't mean any disrespect towards 
him, but Jeremy's obviously a better 
supercrosser than he is a motocrosser," 
said Nicoll, who had a run-in with 
McGrath at the U.S. GP in July. "A track 
like this is not suited to his style; there 
are no jumps for him to use his great 
technique on. It's just fast and natural 
here. I guess there aren't too many 
tracks left in the States that are like that. 
Maybe Unadilla, but an Englishman 
(Jamie Dobb) won the National there." 

"| was really nervous and uptight the 
first moto," McGrath said. "I know I 
wasn't riding as good as I could have 
but luckily Mike and Jeff each won a 
race. My arms were pumped up when 
Nicoll passed me. I could have fought it 
out with him, but I was more concerned 
with a good finish for the team than 
risking it all for myself." 

Before the last 250/500cc moto, 
Janson worked out the scores. “The best 
of three scores are really all that matters 
right now," figured Janson. "We have 
four points, Italy has seven, Sweden has 
seven and Belgium nine. If Italy or 
Sweden wins both classes, we would 
lose even if we took two seconds. And 
we can't forget about Belgium.” 

The last and easily the biggest con- 
troversy of the day took place just 
before the start of the final moto. 
Puzar's bike was about 15 seconds late 
in arriving at the parc ferme. (Each 
rider's motorcycle must be in the stag- 
ing area 10 minutes before the start of 
each race.) The FIM barred the Italian 
access to the starting gate, disqualifying 
him from the moto. The Italians argued 
that the extremely crowded pit area was 
the cause of their short delay, but race 
officials would not make an exception. 
This prompted a near-riot by the Italian 
team personnel at the parc ferme 
entrance. But the race went on without 
them, dashing the high hopes they had 
after the fine rides of Bartolini and 
Puzar had put them in contention for 
their first-ever MX des Nations win. 

On the starting gate, France, England 
and South Africa put their 250cc riders - 
Bolley, Nicoll and Albertyn, respectively 
- on the front row, rather than their 
Open bike riders. Team USA and Team 
Belgium went with the conventional 
strategy of big bikes first. 

After some initial shuffling, the pack 
sorted itself out, with Nicoll and Bolley 
out front. Bervoets was the top Open 
bike rider in third place, with Belgian 
teammate Everts a few positions back. 
Kiedrowski was just outside the top 10, 
but teammate McGrath was deep in the 
pack. 

“Mike was a little late off the gate, 
and I came into the first corner behind 
him," said McGrath. “But someone fell 
in front of me and I got caught on his 
bike and I couldn't go. By the time I got 
free I was almost last. Then after I 
passed about 10 guys I crashed back 
again." 

McGrath was outside the top 50, but 
he improved to 35th after two laps. 
However, it soon became obvious that 
barring an unexpected disaster for 
Kiedrowski, McGrath's final-moto score 
would be the one that would not count 
for Team USA. McGrath never stopped 
trying to advance to the front, but the 
one-lined conditions prevented him 
from climbing any higher than 17th in 
the field, ninth-best 250cc rider. 

Meanwhile Kiedrowski was having 
problems of his own. The normally 
flawless Kawasaki pilot fell off three 
times in the opening stages of the race, 
leaving the door wide open for the rest

of the teams to use the third moto 
against Team USA. Kiedrowski finally 
settled down just inside the top 20, but 
he was still ninth in the Open class. 

Up front, Nicoll and Bolley started 
stretching out their early lead on the rest 
of the huge field, each hoping for his 
first moto victory of the year. Their 
relentless personal duel carried them far 
away from Bervoets, Nilsson, Albertyn 
and the rest of the field, and would later 
prove costly to Belgium's hopes of final- 
ly beating the American team. At one 
point Nicoll slipped and Bolley took the 
lead, but the British Honda pilot retaliat- 
ed with three laps remaining, control- 
ling the race once and for all. 

With the Italian team shut out of the 
race and Sweden's 250cc rider (Marcus 
Hansson) outside the top 10, Belgium 
suddenly found itself to be the one team 
positioned to upset the Americans. 
Bervoets was pulling away from Nilsson 
as the 500cc leader and Everts soon 
muscled past the struggling Albertyn 
for third. 

“1 came down the hill here and went 
wide just as Everts went in tight," said 
Albertyn after the final moto. "It was 
my fault for leaving the door open, but 
I'll get him back." 

If the race had ended at that point, 
near the 15-minute mark, Belgium 
would have claimed the team champi- 
onship. 

“I had a good start from the second 
row, but too many guys in my class 
started on the front row and got away 
from us," said Everts afterwards. 
"Nicoll and Bolley had such a big lead 
that I could not see them, which made it 
difficult to catch them. In the end they 
became tired but it was too late for me 
to do anything. Just one more lap..." 

Kiedrowski overtook Nicoll's team- 
mate Jared Smith when the Brit fell at 
the bottom of the long downhill. A few 
moments later Kiedrowski was able to 
overtake King and Finland's Miska 
Aaltonen. That still left him sixth with 
three laps to go, three places lower than 
he needed to finish for Team USA to 
win. Sensing an imminent American 
defeat, Team Belgium personnel starting 
gathering around the start-finish area in 
anticipation of their first MX des 
Nations win since 1980 (the last time 
anyone other than Team USA won). 

With 10 minutes to go, Kiedrowski's 
mechanic held out the board that 
informed Kiedrowski of what he had to 
do. Needing three places, Kiedrowski 
picked up his speed considerably to 
overtake Austria's Bauer, South Africa's 
Dugmore and Danish star Soren 
Mortenson before the white flag flew. 

"| knew it was time to win it or lose 
it, so I got my head back together, start- 
ed riding smooth and smart, and just 
did it," said Kiedrowski after his cool 
charge. 





As the Belgian contingent watched 
helplessly from the pits, Everts went on 
a frantic search for Nicoll and Bolley, 
but their own pitched battle had carried 
them well clear of the Belgian. He 
missed catching the Chesterfield 
Yamaha of Bolley - and along with it the 
elusive MX des Nations victory - by just 
three seconds. Everts stopped to watch 
Bervoets come across as the Open class 
winner, then rode off over the hill when 
Kiedrowski's arrival a short time later 
(behind Nilsson) signalled yet another 
American win. 

"This was the toughest one of all 13," 
said Janson, as Team USA stepped to 
the top of the podium. "It's just unbe- 
lievable the way our guys came back 
and won. But I have to tell you, my 
hero is Kurt Nicoll. By him winning 
that third moto, he knocked the 
Belgians back another spot. That was 
the one spot we needed to win this 
thing again." 

“Т was watching the last moto from 
the fence and it looked like Belgium 
pretty much had it won," admitted 
Emig. "I started to walk back to the pits 
and then the announcer shouts, ‘Mike 
Kiedrowski third!’ I figured I'd better 
stay there and keep cheering him on." 

"I'm really relieved we won," added 
McGrath. "I know that fourth ain't the 
best score, but I'm glad it helped. I was 
thinking, "Man, I don't want to be one of 
the guys who loses this thing.” 

"This is a nice way to end the year," 
said Nicoll, whose 3-1 performance 
earned him top individual honors in the 
250cc division. “Bolley was riding very 
fast and together we got away from 
everyone. He passed me after I fell, but 
once I passed him back I knew I had 
won the race." 

Nicoll added that had his team been 
able to start Dobb and Rob Herring 
(both of whom are injured) England 
would have fared better. "England 
would have won. We don't have the 
depth of America, where you have any 
number of riders to step in." 

^We are very happy to be third over- 
all," said Sweden's Karlsson, second- 
best 125cc rider on the day. “We had the 
worst starting pick on the gate and our 
250cc rider Marcus (Hansson) was suf- 
fering from an injury. The result of third 
was very good for our country." 

“I don't know what we have to do to 
win this trophy," said a humbled 
Strijbos, the Belgian team manager. “We 
are unlucky again, but we are happy 
with the way our three riders rode. We 
brought the three best riders that we 
could. We just need to be lucky once." єч

A season of change

ore than anything else, 1993 will 
M: remembered as a year of 

change. It was a year that saw 
Democrat Bill Clinton move into the 
White House, ending a 12-year era of 
Republican leadership. A year that saw 
the inevitable downsizing of the miltary 
after the end of the Cold War, and the 
passing of a new tax plan (though 
increased taxes can hardly be called a 
change). The year also saw the Pope 
visit Mexico - a nation made up almost 
entirely of Catholic people - for the first 
time in years, and just recently wit- 
nessed rival nations Israel and Palestine 
signing a historic peace treaty. In the 
sports world, Yankee Jim Abbott hurled 
the first-ever no-hitter by a one-handed 
pitcher, and  Algerian runner 
Noureddine Morceli broke the world 
mile record by a whopping 1.92 sec- 
onds. 

Yes, as Bob Dylan once sang, "The 
times, they are a changin'," and nothing 
is more representative of that fact than 
the 1993 professional MX season. What 
was expected to be a fairly predictable 
year, with the established stars battling 
it out amongst themselves, instead 
turned into a benefit for the young guns. 
It was "out with the old and in with the 
new" as each of the champions crowned 
in the four major series was a first-time 
winner of that title, and only one had 
ever earned any AMA National crown 
before. 

But it wasn't just the riders who 
changed, as the sport itself also under- 
went several adjustments. American 
motocross - both professional and ama- 
teur - is extremely healthy at the 
moment, and it is only natural for 
change to occur. Not all of the alter- 
ations were necessarily improvements, 
and perhaps not all will even be perma- 
nent, but it is unarguably an exciting 
time for the sport. 





Camel Supercross Series 


Perhaps the best example of the 
changing of the guard was rookie sensa- 
tion Jeremy McGrath, who turned the 
motocross world on its ear by dominat- 
ing the prestigious Camel Supercross 
Series. 

Things actually got off to a familiar 
start, as Kawasaki's Mike LaRocco won 
the Orlando opener for the second year 
in a row. But also like last year, LaRocco 
was quickly sidelined by a wrist injury, 
and missed the bulk of the season as he 
recovered. McGrath took the opportuni- 
ty and the reins, making it look easy as 
he raised the sport's standard of excel- 
lence to a new level. With two rounds 
still left in the season, the young 
Californian (just 21) became the first- 
ever rookie to garner the Camel 
Supercross Championship, and with 
one round remaining, he won his 
record-breaking 10th main event of the 
season. 

"To be honest, I wasn't thinking 
about the record," said McGrath in San 
Jose, after his 10th win broke the record 








of nine set the previous year by Damon 
Bradshaw. “I just want to win races, and 
championships and records will come 
with them. The most important thing is 
just to win each race." 

McGrath was so masterful that he 
appeared to have no competition, and 
what little there was came primarily 
from another up-and-comer. While 
Yamaha's Bradshaw - who during the 
off-season had signed a lucrative five- 
year contract and been picked by many 
as the next champion - and Honda's 
defending champion Jeff Stanton fal- 
tered, Mike Kiedrowski was the only 
one with a real shot at stopping the boy 
wonder. Granted, Stanton managed to

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top the final round of the season in Las 
Vegas, and Bradshaw collected two 
overall wins, but for the most part, the 
two fizzled. Kawasaki's Kiedrowski - at 
24, no spring chicken in the MX world - 
had already earned three National MX 
Championships, but 1993 marked the 
year that the "MX Kied" came into his 
own on the stadium tracks. The 
Californian made his first-ever super- 
cross win a big one, collecting his long- 
overdue victory at the prestigious 
Daytona Supercross. He followed that 
up with a win in Pontiac, Michigan, and 











while he wasn't able to chase down 
McGrath, he came closer than anyone 
else. Kiedrowski will surely be a factor 
in '94. 

"| did the best I could," said 
Kiedrowski. "Jeremy just out-rode me 
this year. He didn't have any bad luck, 
but he deserves (the championship). I've 
been getting better every year, so hope- 
fully, ГИ get better next year and come 
back and win the championship." 

The '93 Camel Supercross Series also 
marked the farewell tour for one of the 
sport's most popular riders. At every 
stop on the circuit, fans 
roared for Suzuki's 
Guy Cooper, 31, in 
hopes that they could 
cheer him to his first- 
ever supercross win. 
"Coop" responded 
with wild riding and 
awesome aerial 
maneuvers, and 
though he couldn't 
quite pull it off (the 
closest he got was sec- 
ond place at round two 
in Houston), he cer- 
tainly gave the crowd 
their money's worth. 
Cooper will race in 
Europe until the end of 
the year, take three 
months off to have a 
rod removed from his 
thighbone, and then 
compete in off-road 
events. He will be 
missed in the world of 
supercross and MX.

Thwarted in the 
supercross series,

Californian Kiedrowski swooned on the 
podium after clinching the champi- 
onship in Troy, and Honda’s 125cc ace, 
Doug Henry, required medical attention 
at both the U.S. GP and the Glen Helen 
National. 

The winds of change were stirring at 
the smoggy Glen Helen race, which 
afforded motocross fans their first view 
of the controversial new supercross- 
style format. Next year, the traditional 
practice of averaging two 30-minute, 
plus two-lap motos to determine a win- 
ner will be history, replaced by a “TV- 
friendly” 30-minute, plus two-lap main 
event format that debuted at Glen 
Helen. 

Among the riders, opinions of the

500cc Nationals 


In a year that saw Steven Spielberg 
resurrect dinosaurs with the film 
Jurassic Park, the AMA was in the 
process of rendering a longtime series 
extinct. After 21 years of competition, 
the National Championship 500cc MX 
Series came to an end with a brief four- 
race series in 1993. With manufacturer 
and team involvement on a steady 
decline, it was apparent that the sun had 


set on the big-bore division. 


Defending champ Kiedrowski was 
considered a shoo-in for the title, though 
Stanton was the sentimental favorite; 
the multi-time National and Supercross 
16 Champion had never earned a crown 





aboard a 500. But once again it was an 
up-and-coming rider who won the title, 
as Kiedrowski's 22-year-old Kawasaki 
teammate, LaRocco - competing for the 
first time ever on an Open bike - 
notched two of the four overall wins; the 
historic final 500cc title also served as 
LaRocco's first National Championship. 

"I'm honored to win the last 500cc 
title ever, but I'll be sorry to see it go,” 
said the Hoosier after the final round at 
Steel City Raceway in Delmont, 
Pennsylvania. ^I really like the class, 
and it's a lot of fun. I wish we could ride 
it again." 

Stanton and Kiedrowski, who split 
wins at the other two stops on the class" 
farewell tour, were both slowed by back 
injuries, and finished second and third, 
respectively, in the final standings. Still, 
the 500cc series was the only one of the 
year in which LaRocco didn't have to sit 
out a round because of injuries, and 
judging from the speed he displayed 
throughout the season, he would have 








Gatorback Cycle Park in 
Gainesville, Florida, set the 
stage for a great season when 
McGrath and veteran Erik 
Kehoe slugged it out in the 
second moto, in an impres- 
sive display of hard-fought 


racing. After chasing 
McGrath for most of the 
moto, Kehoe passed him 
with three laps remaining. 
McGrath made a last-ditch 
effort to get back around, but 
in what was easily the most- 
photographed maneuver of 
the season, Kehoe pinned it 
over the uphill finish-line 
jump and held off McGrath. 
Honda's Henry, who would 
eventually secure the title, 
got off to a slow start and 
finished fourth in both 
motos. 

McGrath still earned the 
overall win at Gatorback, but

he wasn't nearly as dominant in the 
Nationals as he had been "indoors," and 
would win just one more round 
throughout the rest of the series. 

There seemed to be three levels of tal- 
ent in the '93 125cc National MX series, 
with Henry and defending champ Jeff 
Emig in a tug-o’-war for the title on the 
elite top plane, McGrath just slightly off 
the pace, and the rest of the class another 
shade slower. Henry was easily the most 
consistent, as he posted only three over- 
all wins but finished out of the top four 
just once, while Emig was on-again, off- 
again; he scöred five overall wins but 
came up short at the end. 

Only two rounds were won by some- 
one other than Henry, Emig or 
McGrath, and both were debut victories 
for Kawasaki pilots. At Unadilla Valley 
Sports Center in New Berlin, New York, 
Englishman James Dobb rode to a 
steady 1-4 victory, marking the first time 
a Brit had won a U.S. National. 

The 125cc series also marked the 
debut of teen sensation Robbie Reynard, 
probably the most highly touted rookie 
since Damon Bradshaw. Reynard, who 
signed a factory contract with Kawasaki 
for '94, was forced to watch from the 
sidelines through the first part of the 
season, but he turned 16 before round 
three at Mt. Morris, Pennsylvania, and 
finally got a chance to prove himself. 
Though abbreviated, Reynard's inau- 
gural season was a busy one; he rode 
impressively to seventh overall at his 
first National, broke his wrist at his first 
supercross in San Jose, missed several 
rounds while he recovered, and came 
back and rode with pain. The 125cc 
series ended with a changing of the 
guard as Reynard earned his first-ever 
overall win at Steel City and showed 
that he's no doubt more than capable of 
filling the boots left behind by fellow 
Oklahoman Guy Cooper. 


250cc U.S. GP 


The year of change in motocross 
wasn't limited strictly to AMA competi- 
tion, as the United States Grand Prix in 
Budds Creek, Maryland, also witnessed 
several changes. Most obvious was the 
actual location; after years of hosting the 
event, Unadilla opted to pull out, citing 
difficulties in dealing with the FIM. 
With Motolink simultaneously backing 
out of the 500cc U.S. GP, American race 
fans were left with the possibility of the 
U.S. not hosting a Grand Prix MX, but 
Budds Creek Raceway's Jonathan 
Beasley came to the rescue. 

"This place (Budds Creek) was a for- 
est when I first got it," said Beasley. "I 
used to watch the race at Unadilla and 
dream about putting on a GP." 

Beasley's dream came true, and the 
GP proved to be one of the best gather- 
ings of international MX talent in quite 
some time; nearly all of the top 
motocrossers from around the world 
were pitted head-to-head for one race. 
And when the day was over, 1993 had 
seen yet another change; after 10 years 
of dominating the U.S. 250cc MX GP, the 
Americans had been beaten on their 
home turf. Belgian Stefan Everts, com- 
peting in his first-ever U.S. GP, posted 
consistent 1-3-2 moto finishes to earn 
the overall win. 

Many people feel that Everts' win is 
an example of the rise in the talent level 
of European motocrossers. Further evi- 
dence of that came at the recent 
Motocross des Nations in Austria where 
the American team notched its record 
13th-consecutive victory by the narrow- 
est of margins. Led by Everts, Belgium 
was only a point back, and at Budds 
Creek, he and 250cc World Champion 
Greg Albertyn showed that the 
Europeans are closer than ever. The 
changes haven't stopped yet... сч

TRIBUTE ama National Championship 500cc MX Series

atching the final round of the 
үү: АМА National 
Championship 125/500cc MX 


‘Series at Steel City Raceway in 


Delmont, Pennsylvania, on September 
5 was like riding an emotional roller 
coaster. Mike LaRocco and Doug 
Henry earned their first-ever AMA 
National Championships - in the 500 
and 125cc classes, respectively. And 16- 
year-old Robbie Reynard became the 
youngest rider to ever win an AMA 
National MX as he tasted victory for 
the first time in his promising young 
professional career in the 125cc divi- 
sion. 

Sadly, however, the Labor Day 
weekend meet also marked the end of 
an era as the AMA National 
Championship 500cc MX Series was 
put to rest. 

Next year, for the first time since 
1972, the 500cc series won't appear on 
the AMA National Championship rac- 
ing calendar. Instead, an expanded ver- 
sion of the 250cc National MX Series 
will take its place. 

The clock has been running down 
on the 500cc class since the mid-'80s, 
when Suzuki and Yamaha pulled their 
factory MX teams out of the “big-bore” 
division and focused on the 125 and 
250cc classes. Only Honda and 
Kawasaki remained, and the writing 
was on the wall. Imminent death for 
the 500cc class. Now that time has 
come. 

Why did the AMA decide to pull the

plug on what was once the premier 
class in National MX competition? 
There are perhaps many reasons, but 
according to Bill Amick of the AMA, 
the rationale was obvious. "Marketing," 
Amick said. "Not so much from a sell- 
ing motorcycles point of view, although 
that would be the case with the manu- 
facturers, but more so from a marketing- 
of-the-sport look at things. Basically, 
from the AMA's point of view, we just 
have too many champions (in 
motocross). Without the 500cc class, we 
can now have just one real National MX 
champion and one supercross champi- 
on. The 250cc class is now the (undis- 
puted) premier class. The 125cc class, 
however, has developed into a presti- 
gious class too, but it's still considered 
as a development class." 

AMA Pro Racing Director Roy 
Janson said, "The 500cc class has gotten 
boring. There's hardly any passing any- 
more, and it's just not as exciting as it 
was 15 years ago. At that time, 500cc 
bikes were the fastest bikes on the 
track; now they're almost the slowest." 

The 500cc National MX Series is one 
of the longest-running AMA National 
MX Series as only the 250cc MX series 
has been around as long. Both the 500 
and 250cc series officially began in 
1972; with the 125cc series getting 
underway in 1974, the same year as the 
"indoor" version of the Nationals - the 
Supercross series. 

In 1971, however, two riders were 
recognized as National Champions, 
despite the fact that AMA National 
Championship Series were not con- 
ducted. Mark Blackwell and Gary Jones 
were crowned champions in the 500 
and 250cc classes, respectively, by 
virtue of their "top American" finishes 
in the Trans-AMA Series, the AMA's 
major MX series at the time. The Trans- 
AMA Series was eventually "phased- 
out" as the National Championship 
Series gained prestige. 

"The Trans-AMA Series was presti- 
gious, but it was more of an exhibition 
than anything else," recalls Blackwell, 
who is now marketing director for 
Arctco, the Minnesota-based personal 
watercraft and snowmobile manufac- 
turer. "At that time motocross was just 








getting going in the U.S., and 
the (Trans-AMA) series took 
place at the tail end of the year. 
Many of the top European rid- 
ers would come over just for 
the fun of it after competing on 
the GP circuits, but some of 
them came over to do well and 
hopefully earn factory rides for 
the following year. 

“The European riders were 
far superior to us. They would 
lap us three times! But as we 
got better, they would lap us 
twice, then only once. The big 
thing back then was being the 
top-placing American; that’s 
how Gary (Jones) and I got our 
titles. Nobody even thought 
about beating the Europeans.” 

The first-ever round of the 
AMA National Championship 
500сс MX Series - ог Nátional 
Cup Series, as it was referred to 
back then - took place on April 
16, 1972, in Atlanta, Georgia, 
and was won by CZ-mounted 
Barry Higgins. In that first year, 
eight races were held, and Brad 
Lackey walked away with what 
would be his only National 
Championship title. He won five 
rounds in the inaugural series, four 
aboard a CZ and one - the last - опа 
Kawasaki. The following year, Lackey 
headed to Europe to compete in the 
World Championship 500cc MX Series, 
and nine years later, in 1982, he finally 
gave the U.S. its first and so far only 
500cc World Championship MX title. 
Unable to land a factory ride for the fol- 
lowing season, Lackey retired. 

Since that first 500cc National MX in 
Atlanta, a grand total of 167 500cc 
National rounds have been logged in 
the record books, and 15 different rid- 
ers have been crowned champs, the 
most recent, the quiet rider from 
Indiana - Mike LaRocco. 

Broc Glover will go down in history 
as the rider having recorded the most 
500cc National overall wins with 18; 
David Bailey is next in line with 15, and 
Rick Johnson is third with 12 wins. 
Only one rider, Glover, has earned the 
500cc title more than twice - the 
Californian did it three times (1981, '83 
and '85). Four riders have won two 
500cc titles: Jimmy Weinert (1974-75), 
David Bailey (*84-'86), Rick Johnson 
('87-'88) and Jeff Ward ('89-'90). 
Though the National MX Series are 
aimed at determining America's top 
riders, two foreigners have earned the 
500cc title - Dutchman Pierre 
Karsmakers in 1973 and Frenchman 
Jean-Michel Bayle in 1991. 

Throughout much of the '70s, the 
500cc class was the premier class in 
AMA competition, mainly due to the 
fact that many manufacturers were 
pumping out quality 500cc motocross 
bikes, significantly better than the 
“under-powered” 250cc machines of 
that time. Husqvarna, CZ, KTM and 
Maico built top-rate Open class MXers, 
as did some of the Japanese factories. 
But the specially built "works" 
Japanese 500cc MXers, ridden by facto- 
ry-backed riders such as Kawasaki's 
Jimmy Weinert, Honda's Marty Smith, 
Suzuki's Bill Grossi and Yamaha's 
Glover, were coming of age. Even 
Harley-Davidson got in on the action 
for a while, building a respectable 
Open-class MXer which was ridden by 
Rex Staten. Plain and simple, it was the 
hot class back then. The 500s were it. 

By the late ‘70s, most of the Japanese 
manufacturers were beginning to pro- 
duce bigger and better Open class 
machinery, and soon had the market 
cornered. The last rider to win a 500cc 
National round on a European motor-

needless to say, much of the excitement 
and flare of the class is lost. After all, 
racing is not only a battle among riders, 
but among brands as well. 

With just a few manufactures field- 
ing teams in the 500cc Nationals, only a 
small number of riders have been capa- 
ble of winning the championships. 
Take this year for example. Just four 
riders - all factory-backed - had realistic 
shots at the title at the start of the 
abbreviated four-race series. It was a 
given that the title would go to either 
defending champion Mike Kiedrowski, 
Mike LaRocco, Jeff Stanton or Steve 
Lamson. The rest of the field was, for 
all intent and purposes, battling for 
“top privateer” honors. It wasn't 
uncommon for the fifth- or sixth-place 
rider to finish nearly an entire lap 
behind the winner. Some have said that 
the 500cc class separates the men from 
the boys. If that is indeed true, then 
there are far more of the latter than the 
former. 

Perhaps another factor that helped 
pave the way for the demise of the 
500сс class was exhaust noise, or, to be 
more specific, the lack of it. The 
increased horsepower means that the 
“big bikes" don't need to be revved as 
much as the screaming and high- 
revving 125 and 250cc bikes. The 
result? To many race goers, the 500cc 
machines sound like they are idling 
around the track. 

But for whatever reason, the fact is 
that the 500cc National MX class is now 
history in this country. A thing of the 
past. But at least the 500cc division will 
be remembered as the class that started 
it all. It produced some of the best 
motocross racers who have ever twist- 
ed a throttle - riders Brad Lackey, 
Jimmy Weinert, Kent Howerton and 
Danny LaPorte. Even Rick Johnson - 
the winningest rider in AMA National 
MX history - has left his knobby tracks 
on many a course in the big-bore class. 

The 500cc National Championship 
MX Series might be gone, but it will 
never be forgotten. CN

machines’ full potential, and this result- 
ed in less-exciting and more proces- 
sional racing on the 500cc National cir- 
cuit. 

Meanwhile, 250cc production 
MXers, as well as the quarter-liter 
“works” bikes, had improved 
immensely, and the smaller engines 
were soon developing more than 
enough horsepower to satisfy the 
weekend racer. Plus the bikes were 
lighter, and thus handled better. (Not 
to mention that they were also less 
expensive.) But the bottom line was 
simple: the 250s were more fun to ride. 
In addition, the racing action was get- 
ting close and exciting again on the 
National circuit. Because of all of this, 
250cc MXers began to out-sell the Open 
class bikes by a large margin. 

“I feel the technical advancements 
and power increases caused the (500cc) 
class to shrink,” said Blackwell. “Open 
bikes got to be just dragsters - a race 
from turn to turn. You couldn't go 
around a corner on Open bikes any- 
more. I bet you that the production 
125cc MXers of today can probably out- 
run the big-bore Husky I rode when I 
won the championship in ‘71. A 250 
now would trounce it. As the horse- 
power increased, fewer and fewer peo- 
ple could ride them, and the competi- 
tion got less exciting." 

In the mid-'80s, dwindling interest 
in the 500cc class and slumping sales 





figures prompted Suzuki to quit Ee 
ducing the RM500, which began life 
the RM370. Shortly thereafter, Yamaha, 
for the most part, quit updating its air- 
cooled and outdated YZ490, although 
they continue to offer the same basic 
machine today. The YZ490's roots go 
back to the Yamaha MX360 of the early 
‘70s. As you can see, the displacement 
of Open class bikes grew considerably 
in the first 15 years of the series. 

By the late ‘80s, those who still com- 
peted in the 500cc Nationals had basi- 
cally only two brands of motorcycles to 
chose from - Honda or Kawasaki. 
While some of the other manufacturers 
still built competitive Open class 
machinery - KTM and Husqvarna, 
mainly - they really weren't in the same 
league as the state-of-the-art Honda 
CR500 and Kawasaki KX500s, especial- 
ly in the capable hands of the few facto- 
ry-backed aces. The last manufacturer 
other than Honda or Kawasaki to win 
the 500cc National Championship was 
Yamaha, thanks to the title winning 
performance of Broc Glover in 1985. 
The last European-manufactured 
motorcycle to be ridden to the champi- 
onship was a Husqvarna, by Kent 
Howerton in 1976. 

When 34 of the bikes in a field of 40 
are either Hondas or Kawasakis - as 
was the case at the final 500cc National 
at Steel City, and just about every other 
500cc National since the mid-'80s -

ith his double victory in the 
W Dutch round of the Victors 

Superbike World Championship, 
Carl Fogarty has resumed his winning 
ways after having crashed in the second 
leg of the Japanese round at Sugo. After 
his faux pas in Japan, where his impres- 
sive series of victories came to a (provi- 
sional) halt, the Englishman from 
Blackburn struck again in Holland. Two 
wins from the factory Ducati rider in 
Holland have reduced Scott Russell's 
lead in the championship to only seven 
points, but his Muzzy Kawasaki-mount- 
ed rival hasn't given up. With a fresh 
engine in his luggage after the Japan 
trip, Russell may just be able to keep up 





the fight for the rest of the season. But 
there is still a long way to go - four 
rounds, and Ducati is throwing their 
best engines at anyone who might possi- 
bly be able to beat Russell. 

At a first glance, the results of the 
Dutch Superbike round would not have 
made bookmakers very happy. As 
expected, Fogarty won both races, beat- 
ing his arch rival Russell each time, with 
the rest of the field battling it out for 
third place..at a distance. Very seldom 
have two riders d3minated their disci- 
pline as much as Fogarty and Russell 
are right now. They represent not only a 
man-to-man duel, but also a hard-boiled 
battle between two racing philosophies. 





The purpose-built Ducati still holds the 
World Superbike races in a strangle- 
hold, and only a perfectly dialed in com- 
bination of a first-class rider and the 
best Japanese four-stróke, four-cylinder 
technology can match them. 
Nevertheless, even the die-hard deter- 
mination of Russell can take a blow, and 
it is not surprising that more and more 
rumors surfaced that the Georgian was 
scheduled to meet the Castiglione broth- 
ers (owners of Ducati/Cagiva) a few 
days after the Assen race. 


Qualifying 

Assen has always been very much 
appreciated by spectators and riders 
alike. And nothing's changed. The four- 
stroke specialists were using the big 
(3.78-mile) Grand Prix circuit. Last year, 
they had to satisfy themselves with the 
smaller circuit, which uses about half of 
the infrastructure. But since the organiz- 
ers had been overwhelmed by people 
wanting tickets to the event, they opted 
to open up the entire circuit. 

For several riders, the Assen round 
marked their return to World Superbike 
racing. Most of the privateers had 
stayed at home while the big boys were 
spending their money in the Malaysian 
and Japanese races, and other riders had 
just taken the Asian rounds as an excel- 
lent opportunity to heal their wounds at 
home after a sometimes very fraught 
first half of the season. The list of come- 
back riders included Tripp Nobles, 
Baldassare Monti, Dominique Sarron 
and Alex Vieira. 

The Honda Rumi team had stayed at 
home in Italy in order to prepare for the 
last couple of races for the Honda RC30 
in all serenity, and in order to prepare 
for the racing debut of the Rumi mono, 
that was to be entered in the internation- 
al single-cylinder race at Assen one 
week before the World Championship 
race, but it didn't make it. Georgian 
Nobles didn't really enjoy his return, as 
he crashed on Saturday in the infamous 
Geert Timmer-corner, where so many 
Grand Prix victories had been won or 
lost in the past (remember Sito Pons and 





Dominique Sarron a couple of years 
ago). Nobles, who had been 18th quick- 
est, sprained his wrist in the process, but 
did not lose his well-appreciated ability 
to tell about his adventure. 

“] lost the front end in that corner, 
but somehow I managed to hold on to 
the bike," Nobles said. "I remember 
slamming my fist on the gas tank as I 
got to the grass. Then the bike went 
down. You can still see a big dent in the 
tank." Nobles eventually qualified 32nd 
and was in for two demanding races on 
Sunday, thanks to his injured wrist. 

Monti was competing for the first 
time since the crash at Brno that left him 
with multiple fractures of the shoulder. 
The Italian managed only the 31st 
quickest time. 

Sarron was another who had spent 
some time in a hospital bed of late; the 
former endurance and Grand Prix ace 
finally had the time to have his arm 
operated on, but he was still suffering 
when he rode his Yamaha to the 27th 
fastest qualifying time. 

Jean-Marc Deletang, who had ridden 
Sarron's bike during his absence, had to 
make do with a loaned Yamaha. Due to 
several problems, the promising French 
rookie did not qualify. And Alex Vieira 
was back after taking some time off fol- 
lowing his victory in the French 
Superbike Championship one week 
before. 

At the other end of the starting grid 
things were back to normal. After a very 
exciting final dash during the second 
session, Fogarty got hold of yet another 
pole position. This was not really a sur- 
prise to the Briton nor to his team. 

"This is the third time I've ridden on 
the big circuit," Fogarty said. "We've 
tried some new gearing and tires, but 
we haven't touched the bike since Sugo. 
I believe the races tomorrow will be 
another duel between me and Scott. I 
would appreciate if Ducati could give 
some of their other riders some faster 
bikes, as it's really very hard to see Scott 
coming home second each time, keeping 
his points loss to an absolute minimum. 
But apart from my teammate 
(Giancarlo) Falappa, I don't know who 
will be able to keep pace with us two. 
(Stephane) Mertens has got a slower 
bike; that was obvious in Anderstorp, 
but apparently Fred Merkel is now get- 
ting some more support from our team. 
We'll see how things turn out." 

Surprisingly, it was not Russell who 
filled the second spot on the starting 
grid. Instead it was Falappa. The Italian 
had lost some time during the first ses- 
sion when water got into the semi-auto- 
matic shifting system. In the second ses- 
sion, he made up for that loss and 
bettered his time by almost three sec- 
onds to turn in a two-minute, 6.66-sec- 
ond lap (as compared to Fogarty's pole 
time of 2:06.20). Only two-hundredths of 
a second down was Russell. The 
American had found some more power 
in the mid-range, but lost his chance to 
get back at Fogarty in the closing stages 
of the final session when his fuel pump 
went dead. 

"First I thought I'd run out of gas, 
but there was still enough juice in the 
tank," Russell said. "I had to walk back 
from the first corner to the pit lane, 
which cost me some time. Still, I’m quite 
confident for tomorrow’s race. This is 
neither a Kawasaki or a Ducati track, 
but it is damn hard to learn the track. 
Too bad I don't have the same experi- 
ence Carl has here." 

Aaron Slight had fought his way 
through heavy traffic to the fourth best 
time; and fifth was a very surprising 
Fred Merkel. 

"I have been using the bike I had 
loaned to a Japanese rider in Sugo," 
Merkel said. "That guy had finished 





sixth in the second race, so I think we’re 
really going the right way now. 
Unfortunately, it doesn't look like we'll 
get a 926 engine this year. The pistons 
won't be available in time. But why 
should I complain? I'm on the front row, 
and that might help a lot tomorrow 
when the lights turn green." 

Merkel's enthusiasm was a bit tem- 
pered later on when his best engine 
broke in the final few minutes of the sec- 
ond session, forcing his mechanics to 
switch engines. 

The second row consisted of Jamie 
Whitham, Mauro Lucchiari, Terry 
Rymer and Fabrizio Pirovano. 


Race one 


As the ribbon of riders passed for the 
first time on the long straight behind the 
paddock, Fogarty and Russell already 
had a small lead over the rest of the 
field. For Briton Brian Morrison the race 
ended some minutes later, when he 
crashed in the first corner on the second 
lap. At the same time, Alex Vieira rolled 
back onto the pit lane with what sound- 
ed like an electrical problem. In the 
Ducati pits, meanwhile, red alert went 
out when Falappa came in. The Italian, 
who had suffered through his ninth 
crash since Anderstorp in practice, just 
couldn't get the bike handling well 
enough to his likings. The rear shock 
was adjusted, and Falappa went out 
again with an engine which did not 
sound too healthy either. He was to 
retire permanently after the ninth lap, 
wondering what had gone wrong. 

"Yesterday afternoon I had not had 
any problems with this bike," Falappa 
said. "And since this morning, it does 
not want to steer properly." 

After five laps, Fogarty was still 
leading, while Russell desperately held 
on. A few seconds back, a group con- 
sisting of Fabrizio Pirovano, Whitham, 
Mertens and Slight had all set their 
sights on the last rostrum position. 
Shortly thereafter, Pirovano had to bury 
his ambitions for a few hours as he 
crashed out of the race. 

"What bad luck," the small Italian 
grumbled. "Everything went really well; 
I did not force anything, but when I 
came around a fast corner I noticed a 
tear-off just on the racing line. It was too 
late to react; the front wheel of my 
Yamaha hit the small plastic thing and 
down I went." 

It would not prevent Pirovano's three 
colleagues from going on to bash some 
fairings in their fight for third place. 
Mertens, who led the trio for quite some 
time, got passed by his two adversaries 
in the penultimate corner, but still suc- 
ceeded in taking his revenge on 
Whitham. Slight, however, stayed out of 
his grasp, even though the difference at 
the finish alone was only some two- 
tenths of a second. A few seconds 
before, Fogarty had earned his ninth vic- 
tory of the season, his only being a 
minor one with a slipping anti-slip 
clutch. Russell had lost all hope of stay- 
ing with the Brit when he ran into some 
problems at the halfway mark. 

"From lap eight onward, the bike 
started to vibrate like hell," Russell said. 
"[ wondered where it came from, and I 
slowed down a little. Two laps later, the 
problem hadn't intensified, and I picked 
up the pace again. After the race, my 
mechanics found out that the front tire 
I'd used was too soft; it had worn out 
too soon, which had caused severe 
imbalance." 

Meanwhile, Piergiorgio Bontempi 
(on a wrongly geared Kawasaki) had 
been leading another group, much to 
the dissatisfaction of Terry Rymer and 
Merkel. > 

“Bontempi was riding like my grand- 
mother in the corners,” Rymer said.

^We never got the chance to overtake 
him as his Kawasaki accelerates pretty 
well. It was so frustrating, that I didn't 
even bother in the last corner when I 
came alongside him. I thought, "Why 
risk everything and crash after such a 
race?" 

After a promising practice, Merkel 
finished a disappointing 11th on his 
Ducati, after having lost more and more 
places as the race went on. Nobles and 
Monti had abandoned the race, both due 
to pain from their injuries. 


Race two 


Half an hour before the start of the 
second race, the official Ducati teams 
decided to change tactics. Falappa had 
once again not come up to expectations 
in the fest leg, and Merkel had not been 
able to mix it up with the front-runners. 
Mertens seemed to be the most appro- 
priate choice to give some extra support 
to in order to try and stop Russell from 
finishing second. A minor operation in 
the electronic unit (by the chief mechan- 
ic of the Roche team) of the Mertens' 
Ducati (from the Tardozzi team) turned 
out to be quite beneficial in top speed. 
At least for a few laps. 

When the riders hit the long back 
straight for the first time, the estimated 
25,000 spectators couldn't believe their 
eyes: in only some two miles Fogarty 
had already opened up a sizeable gap, 
and he was followed by Mertens. 

"When I looked back after a few cor- 
ners, and I saw that Scott wasn't in my 
slipstream, I decided to have a go," 
Fogarty said. "I pushed really hard, 
hoping that Scott wouldn't get back too 
soon from what had apparently been a 
very poor start." 

Fogarty's plan didn't succeed: after 
two laps, Russell got by Mertens, the 
Belgian spoilsport. But that didn't stop 
Fogarty from clicking off some more 
very fast lap times, until his lead was up 
to 10 seconds. From then on, the top 
three places were settled. Mertens shook 
off the attacks from Pirovano (still suf- 
fering from his first heat crash and rid- 
ing his second bike, in which his 
mechanics had transferred the engine 
from the crashed bike) and Falappa. 
Slight and Whitham were further down, 
after they had lost Merkel, who retired 
with mechanical problems, and Rymer, 
who was lacking rear tire grip. 

Pirovano, who was clearly getting 
the better of Falappa, suddenly looked 
set for a rostrum position as Mertens" 
Ducati started to emit some very omi- 
nous noises as the race drew to an end. 

“After Scott (Russell) had passed me, 
I ran into some brake problems," the 
Belgian said later. "I had made the 
wrong decision to leave the caps for the 
carbon-fiber brakes on, and after a few 
laps, the calipers started to rub against

the brake disc - that had become too hot. 
I slowed down a bit, and everything 
started to work well again. Then, in the 
last laps the engine started to misfire. 
Very strange, as this did not happen in 
the corners, but on the straights. I figure 
the mechanics did not have the time to 
adjust everything to the new chip they 
had built in. But there will be time for 
that in the next couple of weeks, before 
we go to Monza." 

Still, it was the Belgian's best result 
since Brno, when he also made the ros- 
trum after half of the leading men had 
fallen down. He joined winner Fogarty 
and Russell, who had to settle once 
again for a second place. 

“The tires I used in this heat, didn't 
work well either," Russell said. "It's 
very sad, but still I haven't given up 
hope. We've brought a new engine with 
us from Japan. We don't know exactly 
what this will be, but we didn't have 
time to put it in the bike. But you can 
bet that we will know everything about 
n 

Nobles, who had gotten two pain- 
killing injections half an hour before the 
start, went well in the first half of the 
race, but then lost ground again late in 
the race as the effect of the shots wore 
off. He finished 23rd. e

Hamel sem em over in Wendover 








WENDOVER, NV, SEPT. 11 

ith this year's National Hare & 
W Hound Championship already 

sewn up, there was no need for 
Kawasaki's Danny Hamel to even make 
the 400-mile trip from his home near Las 
Vegas to Wendover to compete in the 
second-to-last round of the National 
series. But for the Kawasaki KX500 pilot 
who earned his third National title in a 
row with this year's five-wins-in-five- 
races record, the competition won't be 
over until he has raced all seven events 
and become the first rider ever to clean- 
sweep the desert series. 

“Му goal is to win all the Nationals - 
all seven in one year. Nobody's ever 
done that before and I don't know if it 
will ever be done again," said Hamel. 
"To do good in all the races, you've got 
to have a great bike and everything's 
got to go perfect. The competition's so 
stiff, any little thing at all will put you 
out." 

Hamel's dream came one race closer 
to reality in round six's 96-mile sprint 
across northern Nevada. The Team 
Green hotshot was out in front at the 
end of the short, uphill bomb run and 
stayed there for nearly three hours. 
When the checkered flag fell, the 21- 
year-old desert star was eight minutes 
ahead of his nearest competitor and 
only one race away from his objective. 

“I got the holeshot and basically had 
no problems all day," said Hamel. "I 
never fell down and the bike didn't miss 
a beat. Now all I need is one more win 
and I've reached my goal." 

Round six of this year's seven-race 
series began just south of Wendover, a 
gambling town on the Nevada-Utah 
border, a two hour's drive west across 
the salt flats from Salt Lake City. 

For the first time in the five years that 
it has hosted a National Hare & Hound, 
the sponsoring club opted to run the 


, event on Saturday rather than Sunday. 
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According to Larry Oliver, president of 
the Utah Desert Foxes, the change was 
designed to attract some of the Utah rid- 
ers who do not race on Sundays, give 
out-of-state riders a more relaxed drive 

home, and help the club's small mem- 





bership get an early start on cleaning up 
the course. 

The 140 racers who lined up for the 
9:30 a.m. start faced a dusty three-loop 
course and unusually high temperatures 
in an area that had been enjoying a cool- 
er-than-usual summer in the weeks 
leading up to the race. 

Hamel got the jump on the combined 
amateur/expert field when the banner 
dropped for the first time and was out 
in front as the racers powered up the 
silty bomb run. Utah's Jeff Lundgreen 
was in second as the bomb funneled 
into the first sweeping left-hand corner, 
but the rest of the field was obscured by 
a thick cloud of dust. 

"] had a good start. I was right with 
Hamel, but towards the bomb every- 
body swarmed in together and it turned 
into a big dust cloud," said Larry 
Roeseler. "There were people every- 
where and they were just berserk. I saw 
three or four people crash, so I backed 
off." 

Despite slowing in the dust, Roeseler, 
who was piloting a Kawasaki KX250 in 
hopes of keeping Greg Zitterkopf's KTM 
out of the 250cc winner's circle for the 
fourth time in the series, was still way 
ahead of his quarter-liter class rival. 

“1 got a really bad start and got stuck 
in the dust," said Zitterkopf, who need- 
ed only a finish to clinch the 250cc 
Expert class title. “1 got a good jump but 
I'm close to 200 pounds and the 250 just 
doesn't pull as well as the Open class 
bikes with me on it." 

The 25-mile first loop circled to the 
west of the starting area. In an effort to 
keep speeds down and minimize 
injuries in the dusty, handlebar-to-han- 
dlebar racing off the start, the Desert 
Foxes had included some of the tightest, 
most technical terrain in the area. 

"There's one section about 12 miles 
into it that's called the Choked 
Cherries," said Oliver. "There are some 
trials-type rocks that you have to bounce 
up on in first gear in the middle of some 
overgrown willow-type bushes." 

But some of the racers did not make 
it past the first obstacle - a single-track, 





off-camber hill less than two miles off 
the start, that caused a bottleneck that 
delayed the second starting wave until 
10 a.m. 

"I hit a rock on the uphill and tripped 
trying to jump off the bike and it fell 
down the hill," said Lundgreen, who 
had to return to the pits after he burned 
his hand on the exhaust pipe during the 
fall. "It made me mad because I was 
running second behind Hamel." 

Luckier racers like Over-30 Expert 
Curtis Dice used the uphill to make up 
for a bad start. "I was back a bit but 
everybody was stuck on the off-camber 
hill. I kind of hung it out on that and got 
around them, sq I made up some time,” 
said the KTM racer from Idaho. 

The field continued to thin out as the 
racers battled the rocks, trees and tight 
turns of the first loop. Kawasaki's Dave 
Ondas blew a head gasket at the end of 
the first five miles and Ed Sorenson, rid- 
ing with a head injury after he collided 
with a play rider the weekend before the 
race, dropped out soon after when he 
missed the course on a downhill. 

"I got down in some ledges and 
couldn't get up for a while," said 
Sorenson, who had an outside shot at 
the 250cc crown if Zitterkopf did not fin- 
ish in the last two rounds of the series. 
"^ just had enough and came in." 

The terrain in loop one even slowed 
Hamel to a crawl, and 47 minutes had 
elapsed before he cleared the wash at 
the end of the 25-mile section and 
sprinted down the dusty road to pit 
row. Todd Hoy flashed into the pits 
three minutes behind Hamel in second, 
and was back on the course in a matter 
of seconds despite a front flat. 

“1 decided to leave (the flat tire) on 
there because I was a few minutes up," 
said the KTM 550 pilot. "I knew the sec- 
ond loop was fast, so I thought I could 
pull it off." 

Colorado racer Jim Gray had his 
KX500 in third at the end of the first 
loop, but he missed the home check and 
ended up fourth, behind Roeseler, by 
the time he doubled back to get his 
fender tape marked. 





Fifth overall was in the hands of 
Brandon Gerber, who had canceled the 
retirement he announced in March to 
ride a factory-supported ATK. 

“I haven't raced since the end of 
March, so I just want to finish this," said 
ATK 605-mounted Gerber, who was rac- 
ing on a four-stroke for the first time. 
"I've been trail riding on a four-stroke 
before but that's about it. That's why I 
say I'm only looking for a finish today." 

Destry Abbott, who was hoping to 
shake a jinx that has seen him DNF each 
of the four rounds of the National Hare 
& Hound Series he entered this year, 
had his KTM 300 in sixth overall. 
Seventh place was held by Over-30 
Expert Kerry Lynn, who had a slim lead 
over Vet class rival Curtis Dice in 
eighth. Sam Taylor and Over-40 series 
leader Bill Maxim rounded out the top 
10. 

Zitterkopf's slow bomb run had him 
stuck in the dust in 14th overall and 
125cc class points leader Jeff Capt, who 
like Zitterkopf needed only a finish in 
either of the last two rounds to take his 
third class title in a row, was 16th. 

"It was long drive up here but this 
way I've got two races to get the finish I 
need," said Capt. “I wanted to play it 
safe and not leave it all on the one last 
race, even though that one's a lot closer 
to home." 

The terrain opened up in the second 
loop and the racers were hard on the gas 
for the high-speed washes and roads 
that made up the 28-mile southerly sec- 
tion. 

"The second loop was crazy, I 
thought," said Gray. "It was a little bit 
too fast for my liking; roads as fast as 
you could go." 

Hamel was still enjoying dust-free 
conditions at the front of the pack and 
his lead got larger and larger as the loop 
progressed. Back in second, Hoy's flat 
tire started to take its toll and Roeseler, 
Gerber and Abbott all charged past, 
leaving the KTM racer struggling in 
their dust. 

"Leaving the flat on was the wrong 
decision," said Hoy. “I came in after the 
second loop and changed it, but it took a 
long time and I never got back in the 
groove of things. I ended up out for a 
joy ride." 

Despite taking over second, Roeseler 
found it impossible to close the gap on 
Hamel and the top two bikes were six 
minutes apart when they entered pit 
row for the second time. 








“I had to bide my time and follow in 
the dust in the first loop and by the time 
I passed Hoy on the second loop, I 
couldn't even see (Hamel's) dust," said 
Roeseler. 

Gerber and Gray dashed into the pits 
a minute behind Roeseler, with Abbott 
in fifth and Hoy nursing his front flat in 
sixth. Dice took advantage of loop two's 
fast terrain and grabbed the Over-30 
lead from Lynn in seventh overall and 
Zitterkopf leap-frogged six places for- 
ward into eighth. 

The 43-mile third loop headed north 
and west of the pits and combined 
demanding technical terrain with bursts 
of speed and the heat of the midday sun. 

At the head of the Over-40 pack, 
Maxim had some off-the-bike incidents 
in the tree-lined section of the loop. 

"Every time I hit a tree, the hand 
guard would come back and put the 
brake on," said Maxim. "I think I fell 
less than a dozen times, but I’m not 
sure." 

Abbott also spent some time off the 
bike when his jinx came back after two 
loops of flawless riding. 

^] just couldn't ride in the last loop. I 
went down three times. I dinged up my 
pipe - there's a big hole in it and it 
would hardly run, and I think I must 
have got lost but I have no idea where it 
happened," said Abbott. 

Vet Expert Jeff Boyd found his chal- 
lenge on the rocky uphills - "loose stuff 
with some big boulders thrown in to 
make it interesting," while Corky 
Maughan, who had been as high as 10th 
in loop two, had his work cut out just 
making it to the finish line. 

“I got sick - a little heat exhaustion or 
something," said the Suzuki RM250 
pilot. ^I thought I was going to die. I 
stopped at a couple of checkpoints and 
got some water, but I didn't think I was 
going to make it. I've never felt like that 
before." 

Zitterkopf hit the wall midway 
through the final loop and decided to 
sacrifice a high overall finish for a slow 
and steady pace that guaranteed he 
would reach the end of the race and take 
his first National Hare & Hound class 
title. Gerber hit a similar wall 10 miles 
from the finish. 

"| was so tired I gave out," said 
Gerber, who waved Gray by into third. 
“1 couldn't hold on so there was no 
sense in holding him back." 

While the rest of the racers struggled, 
Hamel's only problem was one missed 
corner. 

"| got lost for a second when I over- 
shot a turn," said Hamel. "It was my 
fault. The corner was marked fine and I 
just didn't see it." 

The bobble did not make a dent in 
the champion's runaway lead and he 
was eight minutes ahead of Roeseler 
when the checkered flag fell on his sixth 
overall win of the series. 

"It was a long, tough race and that 
makes a good National," said Hamel. 
"They put in some really good first gear 
stuff through the trees and the rocky 
canyons and then they would let us 
relax on the roads. It was excellent." 

Roeseler, whose right eye was badly 
bruised and swollen after being hit by a 
rock at the Mammoth MX two days ear- 
lier, enjoyed the course nearly as much 
as Hamel. 

"It was a good course and my ride 
went pretty well, too. My only problems 
were the dust and the start," said 
Roeseler. ^No crashes, the 250 ran great 
and I had a good time." 

Jim Gray continued his steady ride 
all the way to the checkers, finishing just 
over a minute behind Roeseler in third 
overall. He reported an almost trouble- 
free ride.

MAMMOTH LAKES, CA, SEPT. 9-12 

now may have postponed the 26th 
5 annual running of the Mammoth 

Mountain MX, but the racing action 
was as hot and heavy as ever. And after 
four action-packed days of racing, it was 
Ryan Hughes and Ty Davis who led a 
green-bike sweep of the top classes at 
what is perhaps the “greenest” track in 
the country - the mile-long course that 
winds through the pine trees in the 
Sherwin Creek area of the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains. 

Hughes, who finished ninth in the 
recently concluded National 
Championship 125cc MX Series as a 
member of Team Kawasaki, raced to the 
wins in the 125 and 500cc Expert classes, 
while motocrosser-turned off-roader 
Davis returned to his roots and romped 
home the winner in the 250cc and Open 
Four-Stroke Expert classes aboard his 
Kawasaki Team Green-backed 
machines. Davis’ win in the Four-Stroke 
Expert class came during the Sound of 
Thunder Four-Stroke Series finale. 

Normally held in late June, the 26th 
running of the popular event was 
delayed because of unexpectedly high 
snow levels that lasted well into July. 

"The track.was still under about 10 
feet of snow in June," said event director

Debbie Chapman. “This year’s entries 
are down by about 300, but that’s to be 
expected when there’s a date change 
like this. A lot of kids are already in 
school, and many families have already 
taken their summer vacations.” 

This year, 1041 anxious entrants 
filled the four-day program. Vets and 
Seniors competed on Thursday; 500s, 
Minis, Women and Four-Strokes on 
Friday; 125s on Saturday; and 250s on 
Sunday. For the first time, a supercross- 
style race format was incorporated. In 
classes that had a large number of 
entries and multiple divisions, two 
motos were run in each division in 
order to narrow the field down to a 38- 
rider main event. The first moto served 
as a “heat race,” with the top finishers 
transferring directly to the main, while 
those who didn’t fare well in the first 
go-round competed in the “semi,” or 
moto two. The top finishers in moto two 
filled out the final positions in the main 
event, while the rest were sent back to 
the pits to watch. 

In classes that didn’t have an abun- 
dance of entries, a traditional two-moto 
format was used. Surprisingly, the Vet 
Expert and 500cc Expert classes weren't 
full enough to require a main event. 








Hughes kicked off his weekend on 
Friday with a win in the Open Expert 
class. Although he didn't win either of 
the 10-lap motos, the Kawasaki/ 
Answer/Bell/Asics/Scott/Renthal/ 
МХА Factory Effex/Gaerne/Motul/ 
Acerbis/ Bridgestone-backed rider fin- 
ished second in both motos and was 
rewarded for his consistency with the 
overall win. 

Team Honda's Steve Lamson ripped 
off the line with the holeshot in the 
opening moto, but on lap one encoun- 
tered what would be the start of a string 
of bad luck that would haunt him 
throughout the weekend. 

“I just lost the front end in an off- 
camber turn," said Lamson. "I didn't 
even see it coming." 

While Lamson scrambled to 
remount, Davis, Fox Racing's Mike 
Healey and Big Valley Honda's Chris 
Barker chugged past. Hughes started 
poorly, but gained momentum as the 
moto wore on. 

Once into the lead, Davis seized his 
opportunity and put his familiarity of 
the course to good use. Davis extended 
his lead to eight seconds at the finish, 
and was never seriously challenged 
throughout the race. Healey ran second 
for most of the moto, but Hughes ran 
him down in the closing stages and 
greeted the checkered flag in second. 
Healey finished a close third, while 
Barker held on for a distant fourth. After 
remounting, Lamson charged back 
towards the front of the pack but 
dropped out near the halfway point 
with a broken front wheel. 

Moto two saw Rex Staten grab the 
holeshot with Jimmy Lavorci, Tyler 
Hummel and Healey in tow. Healey 
took over on the first lap while Lamson 
and Hughes began to work their way 
towards the front after so-so starts. 
Lamson worked through traffic quickly, 
and by lap four had closed to Healey's 
rear fender. Lamson made the pass out 
of sight in the "Backwoods" section of 
the track, and once in front pulled away 
with a commanding win. 

"| wanted to prove a point after the 
first moto," said Lamson. 

Healey ran second for most of the 
race and looked to be on his way to the 
overall win, but once again, Hughes ran 
him down and made the pass on the 
final lap. In finishing second, Hughes 
nabbed the overall win over Healey and 
Ray Crumb, who turned in 6-7 moto fin- 
ishes. 

“I just stayed smooth in both races," 
said Hughes. "I didn't get great starts in 
either moto, but I just let everything sort 
out before I started charging. It's too 
bad there's no more 500cc Nationals, I 
like riding these things." 

First-moto winner Davis ran as high 
as fourth in the second moto, but 
dropped out with a blown motor in the 
closing stages. Teen-sensation Robbie 
Reynard finished fourth in the second 
moto aboard a 300cc-kitted Kawasaki 
KX250, but carded a DNF in the first 
moto when his motor locked up. 

Hughes carried his momentum into 
Saturday's 125cc Expert class final. 
Hughes and Lamson topped the two 10- 
lap qualifiers, and no one was surprised 
when it was the same pair who jumped 
into the top two spots at the start of the 
35-minute-plus-one-lap final. Lamson 
led Hughes, Reynard, Huffman and 
Davis up and down the famous 
Mammoth start and downhill, and with 
that the top five positions were basically 
set. 

Lamson opened up an immediate 
lead over Hughes, who had his hands 
full with a hard-charging Reynard and 
Huffman, while Davis ran alone in fifth. 
At one point, Lamson enjoyed a five- 
second advantage over Hughes, but a

few slips cost the factory rider dearly.in 
the closing stages. 

"] just missed a couple of lines and 
that allowed them to close the gap," said 
Lamson. “I was feeling good out front, 
but in the 125 class a few small slipups 
can cost you a lot." 

Hughes broke away from the 
Reynard/Huffman battle over third and 
closed to Lamson's rear fender by lap 11 
of what would be a 16-lap moto, but 
lapped riders would play a major factor 
in the outcome of the race. Lamson 
encountered a particularly stubborn lap- 
per on the 14th lap, and after yelling at 
the immovable rider for five turns, 
Lamson attempted to jump past him on 
the inside line of a turn/jump section. 

“Everyone was moving over pretty 
quickly, but when I caught up to this 
one guy he just wouldn't move," said a 
disgusted Lamson. “I finally jumped to 
the inside of him but he moved over on 
me and I crashed." 

Hughes said, "Thank you," and 
zipped into the lead and on to the win, 
while Lamson remounted only after the 
Huffman and Reynard motored past as 
well. Huffman had stalked Reynard for 
half of the moto and passed the young- 
ster with relative ease in the back sec- 
tion of the course. Reynard had no 
answer and seemed to settle into posi- 
tion. At the checkered flag, Hughes 
enjoyed a three-second lead over 
Huffman, who in turn led Reynard by 
four seconds. Lamson cruised home a 
distant fourth, well ahead of Davis. 

"I was just trying to get my lines 
dialed in at first,” said Hughes. “I start- 
ed to charge from about the halfway 
point, and that's when I caught Steve. 
Then a lapper got in his way, but it 
wasn't his fault and it wasn't Steve's 
fault. There weren't any flaggers back 
there to get the lappers out of our way." 

Hughes looked to again carry his 
momentum into the following day, as he 
and Reynard easily topped the two 
qualifying motos. At the drop of the 
gate in the final, though, it was Davis 
who ripped off the line aboard his 
Kawasaki Team Green /Xtreme/Shoei / 
Varner/Sidi/ Acerbis/Smith/Endura/ 
Dunlop/LR Enterprises-backed 
Kawasaki and led the field around the 
track. Former 125cc National Champion

Ron Lechien gated second aboard a JT 
USA-backed Kawasaki, with Lamson, 
Mike Craig, Huffman, Reynard and 
Hughes in hot pursuit. 

When the field began lap two, 
Reynard was mired midpack. ^I started 
pretty good, but Ryno (Hughes) stuffed 
me off the track in the back section and I 
had to play catch up," said Reynard. 

Davis opened up an immediate lead 
that he would never relinquish, while 
Lamson found a way past Lechien on 
lap two. 

"I've always liked this track and I 
have a lot of fun racing up here," said 
Lechien, who hasn't competed in a 
major event since the 1992 Orlando 
Supercross Series opener. "I still ride 
quite a bit." : 

Once into second, Lamson was able 
to close in on Davis in the tighter, more- 
technical sections of the course, but 
would lose any ground gained on the 
faster parts. 





“Davis’ bike was really fast, and I 
was riding a bone-stock '94," said 
Lamson. "I didn't even get it until 
Friday night and we didn't have a lot of 
time to get it dialed in. l'm not taking 
anything away from Ty, though, he rode 
great." 

Davis did have a scary moment early 
in the race, though it didn't really cost 
him much time. As he raced through a 
flat, right-hander, Davis nearly lost his 
front end and in order to keep from 
crashing, rode up onto the fence lining 
the track. 

"Yeah, that was pretty wild," said 
Davis. "It just started to push, and the 
next thing I knew, I was up on the 
fence." 

Davis recovered quickly and contin- 
ued to ride comfortably ahead of 
Lamson, while Hughes took over third 
and rode equally unchallenged. 

"I got into third and started to catch 
Lamson, but I washed out the front end 








in the back section and backed off," said 
Hughes. "We'd been having trouble 
with the front end all week long." 

After being passed by Lamson and 
Hughes, Lechien settled into fourth and 
fought off the late-race charges of 
Reynard, who had recovered from his 
first-lap encounter with Hughes and 
made a credible charge through the 
pack. Reynard challenged Lechien 
repeatedly, but dropped off the pace in 
the final two laps. 

“I got a flat rear tire," said Reynard. 
“I had a lot of trouble getting past Butch 
Smith - he was blocking me all over the 
place and I finally had to stuff him. 
After that I caught up pretty easily, but 
then I got a flat." 

At the finish, it was Davis who 
crossed the finish line with a small lead 
over Lamson. Hughes was alone in 
third, while Lechien and Reynard 
rounded out the top five. 

“It feels great to return to motocross 
and beat these top guys," said Davis. 
"Everyone thinks that once you start 
riding off-road you get slower, but I 
think I proved them wrong today.” 

Davis' victory in the 250cc Expert 
class may have been his sweetest, but it 
wasn't his only win of the weekend. 
Davis also topped both motos of the 
final round of the Maxxis Tires/Cellular 
One Sound of Thunder Series, held in 
conjunction with Friday's race program. 

Davis ripped off the line aboard his 
Kawasaki KLX650 in the first eight-lap 
moto and was never seriously chal- 
lenged. Terry Fowler, Gordon Ward and 
defending series champion Mike Young 
trailed Davis on the opening lap, but by 
the completion of lap two Davis enjoyed 
a 10-second lead. Young worked past 
Ward and Fowler for second, but coast- 
ed to a stop with a blown motor. At the 
checkered flag, it was Davis well ahead 
of Fowler, Ward and Larry Roeseler. 

Moto two was a repeat of the first, as 
Davis smoked off the line and flat-out 
spanked the competition. Young gated 
second and held that position to the fin- 
ish, but was unable to match the pace 
set by Davis. Fowler finished five sec- 
onds behind Young, but well ahead of 
KTM's Greg Zitterkopf. 

"This championship means a lot to 
me," said KTM USA/FMF/Duralube/ 
Dunlop/O’Neal/Bieffe/Smith/EK/ 
White Bros. / Acerbis/IMS/100%/PEP/ 
GP Stabilizers-sponsored Zitterkopf. 
“I’ve won it a couple of times before, but 
I think that since I'm getting older, this 
one means the most." 

Fowler was second overall ahead of 
Ward, who finished fifth in moto two, 
but the big winner was Zitterkopf. In 
finishing fourth overall with 6-4 moto 
scores, Zitterkopf captured the series 
championship and will carry the num- 
ber one plate in next year’s series. 

Rex Staten trounced the Vet Expert 
field in both 10-lap motos aboard his 
purple and green, Xtreme /Varner/ 
FMF/WOR/KOR/Endura/MMF/Shoei 
-backed Kawasaki KX500. Staten 
grabbed the holeshot in both motos and 
ran away to a pair of devastating wins. 

“ just rode as hard as I had to,” said 
the ageless Staten. "Last year I won the 
final but I was DQ'ed in one of my 
heats, so it was nice to win again today." 

Honda-mounted Willy Musgrave 
came out on top of a wild battle with 
Marty Smith, Jeff Watts and former 
Honda, Suzuki and Kawasaki factory 
rider Johnny O'Mara in the first moto, 
but in moto two, O'Mara took runner- 
up honors ahead of Musgrave, Watts 
and Brad McCleod. 

Kawasaki Team Green's Kevin 
Windham was the cream of the crop in 
the 125 and 250cc Intermediate classes, 
and the AXO/Pro-Circuit/Scott/ 
Hammerhead Graphics/Dunlop/ 














rider ran away with the wins in both 
finals. 

In the 125cc Intermediate final, 
Windham scored a come-from-behind 
win over Robbie Skaggs and early 
leader Tim Staufenbeil, but posted a 


start-to-finish win in the 250cc 
Intermediate final over Casey Johnson 
and Stufenbeil. 

“I thought Casey Johnson would give 
me more trouble," said Windham. "But 
in the 125 class he crashed a bunch, and 
in the 250s I was just faster. In both races 
I tried pretty hard for the first half of the 
race, then backed off once I got a good 
lead." 

Dee Ann Wood was the queen of the 
Women's Expert class, as she posted 1-2 
moto finishes and earned the overall 
win. Wood ran away with the win in the 
first moto, besting Cindy Cole, Kristy 
Shealy, Corina Chinen and Tiffany 
Greenwood. Greenwood ran strong in 
the early going, but a multitude of 
crashes kept her out of the lead pack. 

Greenwood returned with a 
vengeance in moto two and turned in a 
start-to-finish win. Wood moved into 
second early on, but could do little to 
reel in the speedy Greenwood. Wood's 
1-2 finishes were good enough for the 
overall win, while Cole's 2-3 finishes 
edged Greenwood's 5-1 for second over- 
all. 

Yamaha-mounted Joe Ryan nabbed 
the win in the 125cc Junior class, nip- 
ping early leader Scott Davis on the 
next-to-last lap. Phil Richmond, Jason 
Fields and Bruce Maynor rounded out 
the top five at a distance. 

Suzuki's Charley Bogard sped to a 
pair of convincing moto wins in the 
Mini Expert class. Lanny Turner com- 
bined a first-moto fifth with a strong 
second in the final moto to earn second 
overall, while Ryan Clark finished third 
with 4-3 performances. сх

"Except for missing the check at the 
end of loop one, I had no problems 
whatsoever,” said Gray. “I really liked 
all the tight stuff on the first loop and 
the last loop was excellent, too. The 
club did a really good job organizing 
and marking the course.” 

Fourth-placed Gerber wanted a few 
more markings out on the course. 

“The arrows needed to be just a bit 
better. I got lost three times on the first 
loop,” said Gerber. “The four-stroke has 
a good motor and it runs good for me, 
but the suspension is stock and that was 
a mistake. It beat me silly." 

Aron Huntington catapulted up 
through the pack in the final loop and 
dashed in hard on Gerber's heels to take 
fifth overall and second in the 250cc 
division. 

"There was some confusion at a 
check about half way through the last 
loop. I think some people went down a 
wrong road because I got by a few peo- 
ple there," said Huntington. 

A tired, battered Abbott reached the 
first finish line of his ill-fated series in 
sixth, just ahead of Curtis Dice, who 
took the Over-30 honors in seventh, 
three places ahead of race-long rival 
Kerry Lynn. 

"]t went good but it sure got hot out 
there. The last 30 miles, I just wanted it 
to end," said Dice. "It was so slick, it 
was like riding on ice but it was fun, 
and hopefully today bumped me into 
the (Over-30 Class) series lead. I was in 
second place coming in today." 

There, were no maybes for KTM250 
pilot Greg Zitterkopf, who earned his 
first Hare and Hound title when he 
crossed the line in eighth, or YZ125 
racer Jeff Capt, who took his class title 
for the third time in ninth overall. 

"This was my first year for the Hare 
& Hound Championship Series and it's 
been a lot of fun," said KTM-backed 
Zitterkopf. "Meeting all the different 
people has been really exciting and the 
way different clubs mark the courses 
has been kind of a challenge for me 
because I don't have the desert experi- 
ence. It's been great." 

Capt described his journey to victory 
in the 125cc division as pretty unevent- 
ful. 

“It was really slippery out there - I 
was sliding all over the place and I 
didn't know whether I had the right 
tires, but I just took it easy and rode to 
finish," said Capt. "Everything went 
well." 

Bill Maxim took his fifth Over-40 
National title in a row when he crossed 
the finish in 12th overall. 

"I got a good start but once I got 
passed I ate a lot of dust. I just couldn't 
get out of it,” said Maxim. "The course 
was pretty beat up; the same old course 
we see every year. It wasn't any fun for 
me." с

Reiser, Pinsonnault Ну at Bushkill

FREEMANSBURG, PA, SEPT. 12 

om Reiser’s relentless pursuit of the 
T 800cc National Championship took 

another step forward when he won 
yet another round with a thundering 
assault on the Bushkill Motorcycle 
Club's 500-foot hill and Paul 
Pinnsonault kept his title hopes alive in 
the 540cc class by ripping to the win in 
the smaller-displacement class and clos- 
ing withing one-point of series point 
leader Scott Everett. 

Once again, the notoriously difficult 
hill showed no mercy to the 32 competi- 
tors, much to the delight of the estimated 
crowd of 4000. A six-week break in the 
series allowed riders and teams to pre- 
pare their equipment for their attack on 
the hill, known as the most challenging 
of the circuit. 

Climbers were faced with a large 
kicker and three large jumps before the 
degree of slope climbed from a gentle 
incline, to an estimated 68-degree angle. 
The last 100 feet of the course was 





extremely narrow, making for an even 
greater challenge at the top. 

John Hislop drew the first starting 
position in the 540cc class through the 
standard lottery system. "The hill starts 
off at a 25-degree angle at the bottom 
with a little jump put in that puts you 
maybe four or five feet in the air," 
explained Hislop before his run. "Then 
the first jump is also going to put you 
high in the air ‘cause you'll be gaining a 
lot of speed coming up to that point. 
There's a ledge on the second jump and 
you have to keep on it - that's all there is 
to it because if you back off that you're 
gonna get a little squirrelly and never 
get enough run at the next jump. It's just 
a matter of hanging on and not getting 
into a rut and getting sideways. Overall 
the hill looks good, but it's not as wide 
as we like to see 'em." 

Hislop brought his BSA to the start- 
ing box and left the line with a slow 
start. As he left the box, he had troubles 





with his engine and experienced subse- 
quent traction problems that ended his 
first climb at the 280-foot mark. Hislop's 
second climb didn't come together any 
better, and he fell short at the 310-foot 
marker. Hislop finished a disappointing 
16th. 

As the 540cc class turned in their first 
attempts, Pinsonnault climbed aboard 
his Honda and scorched the hill with a 
10.8357-second run. During his run, 
Pinsonnault displayed an extremely 
technical riding style and was quite 
pleased with his time, and elected to let 
the ride stand and not use his optional 
second climb. Pinsonnault's strategy 
proved effective as his time would not 
be.topped. He pocketed the win, and 
closed the gap to just a single point 
behind series points leader Scott Everett, 
who finished a disappointing ninth. 

Alan Hoskins powered his Honda up 
the hill with his typical zest. Hoskins’ 
first climb was straight and uneventful, 








with the exception of the second jump, 
where he got a little crossed-up and had 
to correct the bike's path with some 
body language and throttle adjustments. 
He completed the climb with a time of 
14.7968. His second blast out of the box 
proved more effective, as he turned in a 
time of 12.5802, good enough for third in 
the 540cc class. 

“Hey, the hill can be a little scary, but 
I like this hill," said Hoskins. "I got 
crossed up, but I landed okay and we 
grabbed us a third. It was fun!" 

As the day continued, nine riders in 
the 540cc class fell short of the timing 
lights, unable to complete their first 
attempts. Seven riders fell short the sec- 
ond round. 

Canadian Ted Wilkins put his Rotax 
in the box and hammered off the line. 
The bike screamed up the hill and 
Wilkins kept the throttle on, looking as if 
he was fired from an archer's bow. 
Wilkins landed straight after each jump 
and continued to scream on up. His time 
was 12.0010, and his second run was 
nearly identical, but two-tenths of a sec- 
ond slower. The first climb secured a 
second-place finish for Wilkins. 

^We still don't have the springs set 
up right for this hill, but it was still a 
good day," said Wilkins. 

Upon the completion of the 540cc 
class runs, the 800cc class displayed their 
power, but had their share of problems 
as well. Robert Castledine of the USA 
Team faltered twice. Castledine’s first 
attempt began thunderous and fast as he 
started shallow in the box, setting his 
Harley-Davidson about five feet forward 
of the usual starting position. 
Castledine's launch and climb looked 
fast and uneventful until the second 
jump, where he came off the back of the 
bike as he launched left into the trees 
and out of bounds at the 375-foot mark. 

Castledine's second attempt again 
started by staging the Harley close to the 
lights. His second climb was the same, 
with a hard launch and exit out of the 
box, but ended even earlier, at the 245- 
foot mark. Castledine slammed into a 
buried boulder with his hip as he and his 
Harley slid off into the foliage on the left 
side of the hill. Rescue teams went to 
work to bring Castledine down off the 
hill on a stretcher, as he was experienc- 
ing pain in his right hip and took a trip 
to the local hospital. 

Red Team member Lou Gerencer Jr. 
brought his Harley to the starting box for 
his first attempt and started his climb in 
what appeared to be a slow run. The 
execution was flawless and deceivingly 








fast. As his speed built up, Gerencer got 
a kick out of the second jump and land- 
ed straight before hammering the throt- 
tle up the hill with a fabulous rooster tail 
following him through the lights. 
Gerencer Jr. recorded a time of 11.0927. 

Tom Reiser started his day with a fast 
launch that got out of hand when his 
Harley landed out of shape coming off 
the first jump. Reiser fought to gain con- 
trol of his bike while keeping the throttle 
on, and finally exited to the left side of 
the hill, just missing a hill worker at the 
250-foot mark. Reiser returned later and 
set his Harley far on the right in the box, 
out away from the series of grooves 
already cut into the hill by previous rid- 
ers. The sprint up the hill for Reiser got 
faster and faster as he worked the jumps 
and thundered through the lights with a 
10.1007 time log to pocket another win 
for the USA Team. 

"The second actual ride was like, ‘Boy 
I made that one,’ and then the next one, 
and then it was like, "Wow, and then I 
made the next one and said, "The hell 
with it, let's go for it!’ That's how that 
went," said Reiser. "Randy, my team- 
mate, warned me that if I made it to the 
last jump, it had some serious holes up 
there. He said to be careful, so when I 
got there and looked over the handle 
bars I just said, "The hell with it, let's go 
for it." 

Tim Frazier, multi-time champion in 
the 540cc class, has been unable to come 
up with reliable equipment since switch- 
ing to the 800cc division this year. At this 
round he used a new frame in an 
attempt at keeping his fading champi- 
onship hopes alive. Frazier's launch on 
his first attempt was hard and fast, but 
the BSA developed a pop and quickly 
came apart at the 185-foot mark. 
Frazier's teammate, Scott Everett, pro- 
vided his spare Triumph for Frazier's 
second climb. Frazier started the run 
conservatively, but quickly turned the 
climb into a fast and flawless ride that 
stopped the clocks at 11.0139. This estab- 
lished Frazier's place in the number-two 
position. 

“I thought I was doing good until the 
cylinder broke, but then I came back and 
my teammate offered me his 500cc 
Triumph back-up bike," said Frazier. “1 
didn't know what to expect, and I wasn't 
going to ride it because I thought I 
couldn't do that good on it. But things 
worked out and it ran good. I came off 
the line a little slow and that was 
because I didn't know what to expect. 
But after I hit the hill and let it go T 
stayed up on it so I wouldn't flip over 
and kept on it. 

After Reiser and Frazier beat out 
Gerencer Jr.'s time that he had earlier 
elected to let stand, Gerencer decided to 
use his optional second climb and try to 
recapture the lead. Gerencer's second 
attempt started well, but he came off the 
third jump out of shape and finished 
slowly. Not able to improve on Reiser or 
Frazier's times, Gerencer Jr. had to settle 
for third. 

"It was a rough hill today, but I think 
some of the guys expected that when 
they got here," said event referee Harold 
White. "That second jump seems to be 
starting to undercut somewhat, and was 
beginning to groove. Some riders had a 
tendency to kick the back wheel over, so 
unfortunately we had a couple guys 
injured. It was a rough day, but as usual 
the winners did a super job." e

Cunningham scores 
at Sunday Creek

MILLFIELD, OH, SEPT. 12 

our-time National Enduro 
F Champion Terry Cunningham 

turned in a flawless ride to best the 
series regulars and capture the 62nd 
National off-road win of his illustrious 
career, scoring the overall victory at the 
Sunday Creek National Hare Scrambles. 
For the Kawasaki Team Green star, who 
was raised in nearby Chauncey, the win 
was the perfect gift for his 35th birthday, 
which he celebrated one day later. 

“I only fell once today, after hitting a 
lapped rider," said MSR/Pro Circuit/ 
Bel-Ray /Dunlop/Bell/Acerbis/ 
Renthal/EK/ICO-sponsored 
Cunningham. "The whole day just went 
great." 

Czech Jan Hrehor, riding a 
Yamaha/Sport Cycles Racing-backed 
Yamaha WR250, followed Cunningham 
across the line to claim second, with 
Rodney Smith finishing third. The show 
position was a disappointment for 
Smith. He had skipped the previous 
series round in New York State after 
suffering from heat prostration at the 
Pennsylvania, round, and he had a huge 
lead at Sunday Creek until he fell on the 





final lap. Hrehor also suffered from bad 
luck, as he lost his rear brake before the 
halfway point. 

Smith's Suzuki teammate Steve 
Hatch rode to a fourth-place finish 
ahead of Team Mirage's Tom Norton, 
who rounded out the top five overall. 

Many potential winners were miss- 
ing from the field, including Scott 
Plessinger, who was out of action due to 
a knee injury. 

“1 tore ligaments in my left knee 
when I was practicing at my house (in 
Hamilton, Ohio) in August," said the 
defending champion. "I got it operated 
on a couple days later, and I should be 
ready for the next round (in Flat River, 
Missouri, October 24). This uses up one 
of my throw-away rides (at the end of 
the series, each rider's two worst scores 
are eliminated from the scoring), but I 
should still have a good shot at the 
title." 

Also missing was former series 
champ Scott Summers, who is recover- 
ing from a separated shoulder. 

After the weather forecast called for 
85-degree temperatures, riders were

prepared for a hot day, but on race day 
the sky was overcast and the tempera- 
ture just over 70 degrees. 

When the starter's flag dropped on 
the JTM Promotions event, Hrehor had 
the lead ahead of Team Green's Doug 
Blackwell, with Hatch close behind. 
Smith's Suzuki failed to light on the first 
attempt, and he gave the field a four- 
second headstart into the first turn. 

As usual, the first lap produced the 
most lead changes of any during the 
race. Hrehor surrendered the lead in a 
ditch and Hatch made it 10 feet further 
before he hit a hole and endoed. 
Blackwell assumed the point but 
Cunningham soon took over, while 
Kawasaki-mounted Norton took a trip 
over the bars in a cow pasture. As the 
riders completed the first lap, 
Cunningham continued to hold his lead, 
with Smith recovering well to sit in sec- 
ond place. Hrehor was also close 
behind. Hatch held fourth place, but slid 
out in a turn in the motocross portion of 
the course. 

The crashing at the front of the field 
gave A-class rider Gene O'Nail the 
chance to reel in the AA riders, and he 
actually led the first two laps of the race 
on corrected time. A-class rider Marty 
Kehlmeier chased O’Nail, but O'Nail 
pulled away and worked his way firmly 
into the top 10 overall. 

By the end of the second lap, Smith 
had worked his way past Cunningham 
and into the lead, but Hrehor and 
Cunningham were both in hot pursuit. 
The top three opened up an eight-sec- 
ond advantage over Hatch. Blackwell, 
Team Husqvarna's Duane Conner, 
Norton and Robert Patterson hooked up 
in a war for fifth. 

Hrehor was the first of the front run- 
ning three to fall off the pace, as he was 
forced to refuel before Smith and 
Cunningham. The gas stops proved to 
be instrumental in the standings, as 
Cunningham led on the fourth lap 
before he and Smith stopped for fuel. At 
that point, Hrehor retook the lead, but 
Smith pulled out right behind him. 
Hrehor's chances for the overall win 
had died in a water crossing on lap 
three, when he hit a submerged rock 
and bent his rear brake rotor, so Smith 
was soon back around and into the lead. 

Smith pulled away to what looked to 
be a certain win, while Hrehor made 





two stops to refuel and attempt to repair 
his brakes. Cunningham took advantage 
of Hrehor's problem and moved into 
second position. Hrehor held onto third 
place ahead of Hatch, who was secure in 
fourth. Norton took over fifth place, but 
would not catch Hatch. 

“I had a hard time getting by 
Blackwell and by the time I did, the 
leaders were gone,” said Norton. 

Conner’s day ended with a broken 
clutch perch, making it impossible for 
him to make it through the punch 
checks, and Patterson also suffered 
mechanical problems. The race 
appeared over as the white flag came 
out with Smith comfortably out in front, 
but it wasn't to be. 

“I crashed by myself on the last lap, 
but I wasn't worried because I had a big 
lead," Smith said. "Then 1 came up to 
the rocky downhill and after I had com- 
mitted to my line, I saw a lapped rider 
crashed across my line. There was 
another line down the hill, but you had 
to take it at the top. When I tried to ride 
into it halfway down I crashed and the 
bike landed on top of me, pinning me to 
the ground." 

Cunningham moved by Smith and 
held on for the dramatic win. 
Cunningham's Kawasaki reflected his 
good luck for the day; after crossing the 
finish line, his bike didn't have enough 
gas left to make it to the trophy presen- 
tation. 

Hrehor came through in second 
place, but he wasn't satisfied: "Today I 
could have won if I had a rear brake. 
The course was very good." 

A dejected Smith finally remounted 
and motored across the line in third, col- 
lecting nine less points toward the title 
than a win would have earned. "T 
thought I had it won, but you never 
know," said Smith. “I really need to get 
a win." 

"I had a great time," said fourth- 
placed Hatch, who concentrates his rac- 
ing efforts on the National Enduro and 
Reliability Enduro Series. ^I rode loose 
and it was a good day." 

Norton captured fifth overall ahead 
of O'Nail, who was the A-class winner. 

“I rode my best race of the year," 
said O'Nail. "When I caught the pros on 
the first lap, I didn't make any mistakes; 
they just pulled away from me." 

With Summers hurt, his mechanic 











Gene O’Nail finished sixth overall and 
was the top rider in the A class. 


Fred Bramblett rode his bike and con- 
tested the Four-Stroke B class. Many rid- 
ers were intimidated by the big number 
one on his plate, but the back of his 
leathers read, "I'm not Scott." He fin- 
ished fifth in his division. Cunningham's 
win was for the glory only, as he does 
not regularly contest the series and is not 
a contender for the championship. 
Plessinger had led in points coming into 
the round, but with Plessinger not com- 
peting, Hrehor took over the points lead 
and Smith assumed second. With the 
riders’ "throw-away" rides taken into 
account, Smith leads Hrehor by five 
points, with Summers third. Two rounds 
remain in the series. oN

Championship Series: Final round 


Tresser tops 
Bellingham ST

BELLINGHAM, WA, SEPT. 11 

ndy Tresser finally lived up to the 
А promise he had shown since his 

Junior years by winning the last 
round of the AMA 600cc National Dirt 
Track Series on his Joe Carrers/Richard 
Braquet/Motion Pro/Arai/Micatec 
sponsored Wood-Rotax. 

"I've waited a long time for this. It 
comes down to the end of the year and 
you don't expect to win, but this is 
great," said Tresser of his win at the 
Mount Baker M.C.-promoted, Steve 
Baker Kawasaki/Suzuki-sponsored 
event at Hannegan Speedway. 

Unfortunately, much of the cheer 
was taken from Tresser's post-race cele- 
brations, as the race was stopped by a 
horrendous front straightaway crash 
with two laps to go in the 25-lap 
National. Rob Damron was running 
eighth in a tight pack of riders when he 
hit the wall exiting turn four. Damron's 
bike went spinning down the straight 
where it was struck by Kirk Strong. 
Strong shot high into the air, did a slow 
roll and fell heavily on his back with his 
bike on top of him. The race was called 
complete as EMT's loaded Strong for his 
trip to the hospital. Strong suffered two 
broken femurs and a shattered pelvis. 

Tresser's win left him in second in 
the series point standings behind none 
other than Team Harley-Davidson's 
Chris Carr, the only champion the series 
has known. Carr opted to skip the 
round since he had already sewn up his 
sixth-consecutive title at the previous 
round. 

During time trials, local rider Rick 
Hocking set a new track record of 15.627 
seconds on his Rotax. Rookie Matt Wait 
was just a tick back at 15.688, while Dan 
Stanley, Tresser, Rex Fisher and Randy 
Roose were the top six qualifiers and 
would sit on the the pole positions in 
the six heats. Those six riders would 
make up the field for the Michelob 
Golden Draft Shoot-Out, with $1500 up 
for the win. 

With only 47 Experts in attendance, 
the six 10-lap heats were all short-hand- 
ed. Mickey Fay, Wait, John Wincewicz, 
Tresser, Fisher and Gary Strode topped 





the heats and would start the main 
event on the front row, while Chris 
Fitzhugh, Ted Taylor, Randy Roose and 
Jeff Annen won the four semis. 

When the six-fastest qualifiers were 
lined up for the five-lap Michelob 
Golden Draft/Sound Beverage 
Distributing-sponsored shoot-out, Wait 
ripped off the line and led lap one, only 
to have Stanley scoot by and power 
away. There was a sign at the start/fin- 
ish line proclaiming Hannegan 
Speedway as Stanley's home track, and 
the local favorite made his large follow- 
ing proud as he powered his BBRP/ 
Bell/Maxima/ Cougar Gulch Dist/ 
Steve Baker Kaw/Energy Release/Mills 
Electric-sponsored Rotax into the win- 
ner's circle over Wait and Andy Tresser. 

Wincewicz had the fastest clutch 
hand at the start of the 25-lap National 
and led the field into turn one, but 
Tresser quickly stormed past on the out- 
side and started to pull away. 

“I could make time on the outside, 
but as soon as I took the lead I felt I had 
to ride down to protect my position. 
There were some bumps, and the ones 
in turn one almost got me in the dash, 
but you could ride around them. The 
track was great," said Tresser. 

Wincewicz had his hands full, as Fay 
was all over him. Fay dove to the inside 
on lap six and took over second, but 
Wincewicz's problems were not over. 
Wait was next to go to work, and got by 
Wincewicz on lap eight. 

"The track was great, there was so 
much traction it was like riding asphalt, 
but a little rougher. I go pretty good on 
asphalt," said Wait. 

At the halfway point, Tresser began 
to pull away. Wait pulled to Fay's rear 
tire, while Wincewicz fell under attack 
from Stanley. 

“Thad pretty much settled for second. 
Ihad that kid (Wait) right behind me so I 
had to protect my position. You just 
can't always ride the race you want if 
someone is right behind you," said Fay. 

"After I caught Mickey all I could do 
was wait for a mistake, but he sure 
never made any," said Wait. 

Just when it appeared as if everyone 
was settling in for the end of the race, all 
hell broke loose. The red flag flew 
quickly as Strong lay in a heap in the 
entrance of turn one. It was obvious that 
it would take quite some time to tend to 
Strong and the race was called with 
Tresser the winner. 

“I just wanted to stay smooth after I 
got out front. I stayed clear of the 
bumps and it was surprisingly easy. 
This has been a long time coming," said 
Tresser. 





Unfortunately, the winner's circle 
was delayed until after most of the fans 
had left for home, because of the crash. 

“I feel sorry for Andy. That first 
National win is really special. It's too 
bad there weren't many fans left for his 
celebration," said Fay.

Northwest Honda 
tops at Texas World

n a hot and humid day, the WERA 
0 National Endurance Series visited 

the remodeled Texas World 
Speedway with many fast Texas teams 
joining the competition. One of those 
teams, Northwest Honda, ended up tak- 
ing the overall victory and the 
Heavyweight Superbike class win, with 
Ronnie Lunsford, Greg Abbott, Matt 
Maschmann and Gordon Miller turning 
in 276 laps of the 1.9-mile race track in 
the six-hour race. 

With the final round of the CMRA 
Endurance Championship being run in 
conjunction with the WERA event, 
Northwest's win also gave them the 
CMRA title over Plano Honda Racing, 
which finished seventh overall and sec- 
ond in Middleweight Superbike. 

With 42 entries, the WERA regulars 
were positioned at the front of the grid 





with Team Pearls Suzuki on the pole. 
Plano Honda Racing was part of that 
first wave, thanks to their upset class 
win at the previous round held in 
Memphis. A notable absentee was Team 
Suzuki Endurance; the Valvoline- 
backed team had decided to skip the 
event after wrapping up the champi- 
onship in Memphis. 

At the end of the first hour of racing, 
with 48 laps on the books, Virginia 
Breeze (Craig Caver, Glenn Szarek, 
Charlie Gafely) held the lead on their 
Yamaha FZR1000 with the Honda 
CBR900RR of Northwest Honda sitting 
in second place. Plano Honda Racing 
had their Honda CBR600 F-2 positioned 
in third. The Arclight Racing Honda 
CBR900RR held down fourth with Track 
& Trial 20/20 filling the top five on their 
Kawasaki. . 

During the second hour, Plano 
Honda had their first crash of the year, 
dropping them back to 18th place and 
12 laps down on the leaders. Plano 
would fight through to an eventual sev- 
enth-place finish, but all hopes of an 
upset win at home were thrown out the 
window. 

At that point, Northwest Honda took 
a lead they would never relinquish, 
turning in 96 laps in that first hour of 
racing. Virginia Breeze dropped to sec- 
ond, with Arclight moving up to third. 
Force Racing moved into fourth with 
Track & Trail holding their place in fifth. 

Many of the WERA teams were 
already finding out about the abrasive 
surface of Texas World Speedway, and 
the day would be filled with many a tire 
stop. At the end of the fourth hour, 
Northwest Honda continued its flawless 
race, taking a two-lap lead over Arclight 
Racing. Force Racing was another lap 
down in third with Track & Trail fourth 
and Virginia Breeze dropping to fifth 
due to a tire change. Plano Honda had 
charged back to eighth place, right 
behind class leading Royale Racing. 

At the end of the fifth hour, with 231 
laps completed, Northwest Honda hada 
opened up a five-lap lead over Force 
Racing, who with riders Jeff James, 
Dean Hayes, Chris Hughes and Ron 
Crum had moved up to second. R.A. 
Racing was third on their Suzuki 
GSXR1100 with Royale Racing and 
Plano Honda, meanwhile, continuing 
their battle for Middleweight Superbike 
honors - both had completed 222 laps 
with an hour to go. 

At the end of the six-hour race, 
Northwest Honda had a six-lap lead 
over Force Racing, recording 276 laps 
for the event. Virginia Breeze came back 
to take third, with 270 laps, R.A. Racing

Mayer Jr. wired the field, 
but with no one to challenge him would post the 
slowest time, one second slower than O'Boyle's 
heat. Mike Kolenda and Don Bannervan would 
earn the last two transfers out of the semi. 

Fourteen riders came to the line for the final 
only to watch Doug O'Boyle put the checkered 
flag away at the green light with a one man 
show of force. Mark Wyskeil challenged several 
times but took himself out when he tried a pass 
in turn two on lap eight. Wyskeil went radically 
sideways but held onto his Honda, loosing only 











enough ground to take him out of the first place 
running. Wyskeil hung on to second place for 
the remainder of the race. Riders greeted the 
checkered flag in single file fashion with Doug 
O'Boyle taking the win followed by Wyskiel in 
second, Mayer in third and Eric O'Boyle in 
fourth. 

The Combo class had several restarts before 
the checkered flag fell. The first red flag flew just 
as Doug O'Boyle gained the advantage over 
Dave Kolenda on lap two as Kirk Wirick went 
down in the corner. Wirick fared better than his 
Yamaha which was unable to make the restart. 
Restart two came at the halfway point when 
Schaidt went way out on a limb while trying to 
overtake Mayer Jr, who was leading the field. 
Schaidt went down in his attempt, bringing out 
the second red flag much to Mayer Jr's dismay. 
A staggered restart proved much to O'Boyle's 
advantage as he challenged Mayer Jr. peg to peg 
down the back stretch, emerging out of turn four 
on top. Mayer Jr. felt the money crunch one 
more time as Mark Wyskeil switched lines in 
midturn, dropped back, and threw his Honda to 
the inside snatching second place money just in 
time. The order remained the same for the 
Combo as the Pro-Am with O'Boyle on his way 
to the bank.

Dostal doubles at Starwest MX

A large turnout of 80cc machines kept the action 
going during the Starwest "Saturday Night 
under the Stars" action. USA Suzuki/ 
Sinisalo/ AXO/Tsubaki /Pro Circuit/ 
Czechoslovak Airlines/VP /^N" Style/Motul/ 
Ceet rider Jiri Dostal took a double-race win, 
taking the overall victory in both the 80cc (12-13) 
class along with the "no holds barred" 
Supermini class. 

In the 80cc classified races a surprise visit 
from Arlington, Texas rider Charley Bogard left 
no doubt as to who would take the 14-16-year- 
old win. In moto one, with the combined 14-16 
and 12-13 start, Bogard put his American 
Suzuki/Arlington Suzuki/Pro Circuit/Smith 
/MSR/Dunlop/MW Racing/Tsubaki/Bell 
Helmets/TR Racing/Kent Graphics into the first 
turn a little too hot and was forced to go wide. 
The mistake allowed 12-13 class racer Dostal, 
along with Starwest regular Danny Carlson, 
Toby Lopez and most of the pack right past. 

As the riders hit “The Launcher" in the back 
section of the track Carlson grabbed a handful of 
throttle, passing Dostal in midair for the lead. 
Bogard was showing the style and speed that 
won him the Ponca City Championship as he 
had gone from back of the pack up to third by 
the start of the third lap. As Carlson and Dostal 
shot down the back straightway Bogard rocket- 
ed by both of them just before the corner. Once 
in the lead, Bogard was gone, while Dostal 
pulled off the track momentarily before resum- 
ing his charge. Lopez rounded the turn as Dostal 
pulled in behind him, retaking third place. 





























With the white flag out for Bogard with a 
five-second lead over Carlson, who in turn held 
a large advantage over third place Lopez, the 
top three positions were decided for moto one. 

Dostal, although third overall, took the win 
in the 80cc (12-13) class with Frank Dato and 
Tim Langdon, who had been battling back and 
forth most of the moto, rounding out the top 
three. 

Moto two was a Bogard runaway as he took 
the holeshot and never looked back. Carlson and 
Dostal had a good moto, but traffic late in the 
race spread out the riders, resulting in a follow 
the leader finish. With both Dostal and Bogard 
taking an overall win, almost everyone awaited 
the start of the Supermini class, as it would have 
both riders along with everyone all in one race. 

Bogard grabbed the Supermini holeshot with 
Dostal, Carlson and brothers Todd and Corey 
Clayton all in tow. As the pack went up and 
over "The Launcher," Carlson grabbed a hand- 
full of throttle, passing Dostal and almost get- 
ting by Bogard at the far end of the straightway. 
Bogard defended the inside line and held onto 
the lead as the two cleared the the Twin Peaks 
double one right behind the other. Dostal, who 
held back for a lap to check out Carlson's lines, 
picked up the pace and closed the gap in one 
lap. As Carlson set up to go for the the Twin 
Peaks double, Dostal cut under and the stuffed 
the KX rider hard and took over the number two 
overall position. 

Up front, Bogard was launching his RM80 
higher and farther off "The Leap" than anyone 
as he was enjoying a sizeable lead. As the moto 
came to a close Carlson was still in third but 
never gave up on trying to catch Lopez. 

Dostal grabbed the moto-two holeshot with 
Bogard and Carlson again in the lead pack 
Carlson caught the outside berm leading up to 
“The Launcher" and literally catapulted his KX 
up and over Bogard. Bogard, however, outpow- 
ered Carlson down to the far end turn. This 
time Carlson was hanging with the Suzuki- 
sponsored riders and made his move in the back 
section of the track, taking second from Bogard. 

Bogard had backed off the torrid pace he had 
held in the previous moto, but he was still a fac- 
lor in this race as he repassed Carlson when the 
KX pilot fish-tailed wildly as he exited the turn 
just before the finish-line tabletop. As the two 
riders flew down the back straightway Carlson 
again was the first rider to reappear from the far 
corner. Bogard's high flying aerial antics had 
taken their toll on the RM's rear shock, and 
Bogard was forced to retire from the moto, cost- 
ing him a second overall win. Dostal led the 
remainder of the race, earning his second overall 
win for the day, Carlson finished second in both 
the motos and overall for the class with Corey 
Clayton holding off his brother once again.

Pindard pummels competition

John Pindard did just what he needed to do to 
take the overall win during the California 
Racing Club’s monthly visit to the Starwest 
Supercross Park. 

Pindard took the first moto holeshot and 
received minimal contention for the lead in the 
form of Ruth Ann Renaux. Renaux came up 
through the ranks of the Vet Beginner class, 
passing Dennis Kinzebach in the rocker section. 
Renaux then closed and passed Ress Benson in 
the vicinity of the “Twin Peaks” doubles and 
never looked back. The only woman currently 
contesting the CRC 30+ Beginner class, Renaux 
began to close on Pindard, but before she had a 
chance to make a bid for the lead, time ran out 
and she settled for second behind Pindard. 
Benson came across the checkered a short time 
later rounding out the top three positions. 

Benson holeshot moto two with Pindard and 
Renaux dicing for second ahead of Kinzebach 
and the pack. Renaux went for an inside-line 
pass on Pindard, but her RM lost traction on the 
just watered track and she went down. She was 
up right away and only lost one position to 
Kinzebach before getting underway again. Up 
front, Pindard powered by Benson for the lead 














as the two went down the back straightway. 
Renaux, riding hard, caught up to Kinzebach, 
but as she crested “The Leap” something hap- 
pened to her RM which dropped the front end 
abruptly, tossing her over the bars. Renaux land- 
ed hard and retired from the race as a result of 
her injuries. 

Benson could see Pindard closing on him 
and picked up the pace a notch but this seemed 
to tire him out sooner, and two laps from the 
finish Pindard rode around him for the lead But 
on the last lap Pindard took an untimely soil 
sample, handing the lead back to Benson, who 
held on for the win. It was Pindard with the 
overall as his 1-2 set of motos bettered Benson’s 
3-1, and Kinzebach rounded out the top three 
positions. Renaux, on the other hand, took a trip 
to the hospital with a suspected broken clavicle. 

The race of the day involved three riders 
from three different classes, but the show they 
put on made everyone in the stands forget any 
and all classifications. The three riders that 
made the excitement happen were 250cc Pro 
Ken Neitzel, 250cc Intermediate Robbie Dunham 
and 250cc Novice Danny Woodard. Also joining 
in on the action were Junior Vets Gary Sailor 
and 25+ Intermediates Brian Hill and Scott 
Murphy. 

In moto one Woodard rocketed out of the 
gate, leading his upper-classmates through turn 
one. Sailors rounded the turn in second and then 
jumped up and over Woodard as they crested 
"The Launcher," a 45-foot tabletop step-down 
jump. His lead was short-lived though, as he 
went down in the switchback at the end of the 
straight. 

Woodard, once again in the lead, now had 
company in the form of Neitzel and Dunham. 
First Dunham got by Neitzel and then went by 
Woodard in the rockers for the lead. Then 
Neitzel came up on the Novice and began to 
Stick a wheel in on him. For the next four laps 
both Woodard and Neitzel closed on Dunham. 
Dunham bobbled, handing the lead back to 
Woodard with Neitzel tucked in right behind. 
This dropped Dunham back into third, but now 
Sailors had rejoined the fracas, and he also 
slipped by Dunham. 

Woodard was riding the edge but doing 
everything perfectly as he defended his lead 
from Neitzel during the last lap. Neitzel was 





determined to get by the novice, but right in the 
middle of a pass attempt the radiator hose on his 
KX250 popped off. This resulted in a DNF for 
the High-Desert Kawasaki rider and a first-moto 
overall win for Woodard. 

Woodard gated perfectly in moto two, grab- 
bing yet another holeshot out of the hands of the 
more experienced riders. Neitzel, having 
repaired his Kawasaki, went by Woodard early 
this moto. Later in the race a tiring Woodard 
allowed Dunham to slip by also. After these 
passes were made the race became a follow-the- 
leader affair, but an obviously happy Woodard 
still finished a respectable third overall, and first

Dave Durelle overcame a back row start to win 
the Tote Gray-promoted Short Track Regional at 
the Morgan County Fairgrounds, Jacksonville 
Raceway.

The diminutive Minnesotan held off a fast 
closing Will Davis. "After I took the lead, it was 
one time I wished it was just a seven-lap race. 1 
looked back and saw Will coming, so I just 
stayed as consistent as I could. The groove was 
really slick," said Durelle. 

A large field of riders were all time trialed 
with Durelle topping 42 Experts with a 15.74 
second lap, over Bill Hofmeister, Ian Segedy and 
Ken Coolbeth Jr. Paul Morgan III was the quick- 
est of the 17 Pro-Ams at 15.96. Morgan also had 
the fastest 883 time. 

Pole-sitter Tony Kohner led the 12-lap, Pro- 
Am main on the first lap only to be passed by 
Reed Bertolino on lap two. Bertolino held a nar- 
row lead over Kohner, Morgan, Ryan Brown 
and Hall. At the halfway mark Brown worked 
his way into the lead over Bertolino and Kohner 
while Eric Brouhard came from deep in the pack 
to fourth. Kohner dropped two more positions 
then fell hard in turn four collecting Holeman in 
the process, bringing out the red flag. The restart 
found the first three staying the same with Doug 
Beattie climbing to fourth. An uncommon sight 
in the winner's circle was seen as all three top 
finishers were numbered 77. Michigan's 77X 
Brown was the winner followed by Illinois' 77P 
Bertolino and Minnesota's 77K Brouhard. 

The 883 main looked to belong to Bill 
Hofmeister until Matt Wait blasted by on the 
last lap. Wait, along with James Hart, had 
stalked Hofmeister the whole race. Hart was a 
close third. 

By virtue of his fast heat time, Andy Tresser 
was sitting on the pole for the start of the Expert 
main. Will Davis, Ken Coolbeth, Dave Hebb, 
Mike Hacker and Hofmeister were on his flank. 

When the green light flashed it was Hebb in 
command, but he was under fire. Hacker, Davis, 
Kris Armentrout and Durelle were all looking 
for a place to move. Durelle was the first to 
move to a higher line. 

“Mark (Gruber) showed me that line in the 
semi. The groove was just too slick, but if you 
could ride just off it there was traction there," 
said Durelle. 

After Durelle swept into the lead Hebb faded 
to third behind Hacker. "We had a scuffed tire 
on and it wouldn't work off the groove. I 
couldn't keep up as well as in the heat," said 
Hebb of his difficulties which eventually left 
him in tenth. 

Davis and Hacker battled over second with 
Armentrout and Coolbeth a short distance back. 
Once Davis was able to shake free of Hacker he 
set his sights on Durelle. “The track was a lot 











better in the main. There was more room to 
work, but it just took me too long to get into sec- 
ond to be able to catch Davey," said Davis. 

Hacker slipped back into a battle with 
Coolbeth for third while Armentrout fended off 
Charlie Orr. The final positions were set with 
the exception of Orr taking fifth on the last lap.
